COMPARISONS OF OUR EXPORTS 
BY COUNTRIES. 


Complete summaries of the country’s 
imports and exports for the 1915 calen- 
dar year concerning the Reporter’s 
trades were published in the annual 
review and statistical issue one month 
before the regular official] records were 
issued, but the latter, which have just 
been received, afford the basis of val- 
uable supplementary treatment of de- 
tails of the distribution by countries of 
several of the more important export 
commodities. The mineral oils, repre- 
senting the leading industry in our 
field, have shown a number of vital 
changes in the foreign relations as a 
result of the war. The most striking 
feature has been the absolute suspen- 
sion of all our exports of petroleum 
products to Germany and Belgium dur- 
ing last year. The closing of the Ger- 
man markets has been the most se- 
rious development of the foreign trade, 
as that country has constituted one 
of the leading outlets for our petro- 
leum products. Records of classified

All of the European countries reg- 
istered a decline in gasoline imports 
last year, Canada, Brazil and British 
Oceania representing the only gains. 
Details of exports of other naphtha 
products by countries are not avail- 
able, but it is reasonable that they 
would show a heavy increase in Euro- 
pean consumption for war purposes, as 
the total volume of exports-in 1915 





amounted to _ 169,770,999 gallons, as 
against 47,023,617 gallons in 1914, while 
gasoline exports declined from 162,- 
669,038 to 112,560,475 gallons.

In the comparison of illuminating oil 
exports heavy losses are noted in many 
of the European and Far East markets 
as a reasonable reflection of the war 
and the restriction upon freight accom- 
modations. South American shipments 
have shown a moderate improvement, 
but the trade expectations have not 
been realized in this direction, as it had 
been hoped to develop the South Amer- 
ican outlet on a scale that would have 
worked a fairer balance in the general 
foreign trade relations.

Belgium and Germany were equally 
closed markets for our rosin and tur- 
pentine last year and Austrian-Hungary 
suspended all receipts of rosin. With 
the exception of Netherlands, showing 
losses in both rosin and turpentine, 
Russia in Europe, a decline in rosin, 
and Canada, a setback in turpentine, 
all other countries recorded increases.

The yielding of the Austro-Hungarian 
Government on a reduction in the duty 
on cottonseed oil imports from forty to 
fifteen kronen per one hundred kilos on 
January 24, 1915, failed to have any 
practical effect so far as our relations 
with the Dual Monarchy were con- 
cerned, as last year’s records shows a 
total suspension of imports of our oil. 
With the establishment of normal con- 
ditions, if the decree of the foreign gov- 
ernment is permitted to stand, we are 
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in a fair position to reclaim a reason- 
able share of the Austro-Hungarian 
consumption. An absence of imports 
of our cottonseed oil into Belgium, 
Germany and Turkey in Europe last 
year is also noted. Mexico and Chile

The total loss of our trade in cotton- 
seed cake and meal with Belgium and 
Germany last year has been more 
than balanced by the exceptional ex- 
pansion in imports into Denmark, 
1,093 067,564, as against 584,521,040 
pounds, The Netherlands show a gain 
from 11,806,480 to 18,516,100 pounds, with 
an equally creditable increase in im- 
ports of linseed cake and meal, from 
305,605,658 to 476,515,354 pounds. In the 
latter products the United Kingdom 
afforded a greatly increased outlet, 
35,199,218 pounds, comparing with 6,615,- 
020 pounds previously. French imports 
were seriously restricted, 484,880 as 
against 4,940,559 pounds,

STRINGENCY OF THE SODA 
MARKETS. 


Late developments in the markets for 
soda ash and practically all the soda 
compounds have not only established 
prices at records that have never been 
approached, but have crystallized the 
dominating conditions into the most 
radical departure from the lines of nor- 
mal bearing. The significant feature of 
the market for soda ash, the basic ma- 
terial, is the inability of producers to 
book new engagements for spot or for- 
ward delivery and current reports are 
that specifications on old contracts 
may involve more or less difficulty in 
fulfillment. The present position pre- 
sents the sharpest contrast to that of a 
year ago, when stocks of soda ash in 
the country had accumulated to an ex- 
tent to create a depressing sentiment 
among producers and to urge the most 
heroic measures of relief. Plans had 
been carried out to undertake the de- 
velopment of increased outlets in South 
America, the most promising fields, but 
before the foreign trade campaign 
could be consummated the market was 
destined to undergo a complete change 
in its fortunes. The importance of soda 
ash as a war munition factor was 
the turning development, and with 
England, normally the mainstay of for- 
eign consumption, conserving home 
supplies for its own urgent needs, the 
export demand for our product and the 
stimulus to the domestic manufacture 
of explosives were soon making heavy 
inroads upon holdings in the country. 
The effect of these factors has been em- 
phasized during the last few months 
by the increased requirements in the 
fields of regular consumption, the soap, 
paper, glass, textile and oil trades. 
Confidence is expressed in some local 
quarters that a good share of the busi- 
ness in soda ash directly or incidental- 
ly due to the war will be retained upon 
the restoration of peace, but there are 
not known to have been undertaken 
any definite plans for additional equip- 
ment on the strength of enduring trade 
in the article on anything like the pres- 
ent volume. A year ago soda ash was 
available at 57%4c. per 100 pounds, basis 
of 48 per cent., and by the close of 
1915 $1.85 was in effect. The develop- 
ments since the turn of the year have 
resulted in a more stirring range of 
prices, principally through the control 
of the open market by second hands,

who now maintain 4%c. per pound flat, 
for 58 per cent. test. 

Among the soda compounds caustic 
has attracted leading interest on ac- 
count of its part in the manufacture 
of picric acid, and it is chiefly through 
this medium that the reformation of 
soda ash has been accomplished. Sup- 
plies of caustic are reported slightly 
freer than those of the basic material, 
but they are well controlled, with sec- 
ond hands dominating the market for 
prompt delivery. Outside sellers name 
6% cents per pound, representing an 
advance of practically one cent since 
the first of the year, while a year ago 
contracts were quoted at 1.40@1.50 cents, 
on a basis of 60 per cent. for 70@76 
per cent. The question of augmenting 
the output of caustic soda is involved 
in the difficulty and uncertainty of 
soda ash supplies. The sharp premium 
on bleaching powder would prove an 
extra spur to the production of caustic 
soda by the electrolytic process, but 
producers by the old method, yielding 
straight caustic soda, are said to have 
the advantage of supplies of soda ash. 

Bichromate of soda has also fallen to 
the lot of second hand control, and 
their prices show a range of 48@55 
cents per pound. Contracts for this 
year were made on a basis of 20@22 
cents, as against 4%4@4% cents for 1915, 
but producers have withdrawn all off- 
ers for forward delivery. The heavy 
export trade has been the principal 
factor for the unusual position of the 
market, supplemented by influence of 
chrome ore. Prussiate of soda is even 
more hopelessly involved, as no offers 
have been traced in any local quarter. 
The domestic output has been fully en- 
gaged without beginning to satisfy re- 
quirements, which have been partly 
protected by imports. Slight relief to 
the prevailing stringency is awaited on 
early arrivals of foreign goods. 


Sal soda has been advanced to $1.50 
per hundred pounds for spot goods, 
while favored buyers may be able to 
close contracts at $1.10@1.35, according 
to grade. With the turn of the year 85 
cents was a free quotation. Bicarbon- 
ate of soda has advanced from $1.20 
to $1.60. Chlorate is on a relatively low 
basis, 35 cents for prompt and 25 cents 
for forward delivery. The lower figure 
represented the market at the opening 
of the year, and during the- interval 
chlorine, one of the basic products, has 
risen from one to ten cents.

The rates so imposed are 
subject to complaint, investigation, and 
correction. The commission has de- 
nied the application of the Louisiana 
Western Railroad and its connecting 
lines to ignore the fourth section and 
establish a rate of 16% cents a 100 
pounds on sulphur and brimstone from 
Sulphur Mines, La., to Charleston, S. C. 


The Appellate Court of Kentucky has 
returned a decision upholding the Jef- 
ferson County Circuit Court in the case 
of the Louisville Soap Company against 
the Louisville Cotton Oil Company. 
About eighteen months ago the soap 
company made a contract with the cot- 
ton oil company to take over the lat- 
ter’s plant and a plot of ground, stated 
to contain six acres. It was later dis- 
covered that there were but three and 
one-half acres of land in the plot, and 
the soap company sued for an allowance 
of $7,419 as a difference in the actual 
amount of property in the plot. As the 
contract did not specify the amount of 
land the courts held that the sale was 
binding.

The Railroads Interested in ‘‘Clean- 
Up” and ‘‘Paint-Up.”’ 
PRESIDENT B. F. BUSH, OF THE 
SOURI PACIFIC, NOW ON THE 
TIONAL ADVISORY BOARD. 


Members of the paint 
interested in the work 
Clean-Up and Paint-Up Bureau will be 
glad to lear that Chairman Allen W. 
Clark, on a recent trip over the Missouri 
Pacific, in company with President B. F. 
Bush of that road, so interested him in 
the work of the bureau, that he has en- 
thusiastically adopted the suggestion 
made to him that the railroad should 
take the lead in spreading the gospel of 
“Clean-Up and Paint-Up”’ throughout 
the territory covered by the Missouri 
Pacific. President Bush has also ac- 
cepted a place on the National Advisory 
Board of the “Clean-Up and Paint-Up” 
campaign, 

In taking up this work with the rail- 
roads and endeavoring to interest them 
in the Clean-Up and Paint-Up work, Mr. 
Clark has followed the suggestion offered 
by Edward Hurst Brown of The Painters 
Magazine in a paper read before the 
Maintenance of Way Master Painters’ 
Association, at the convention held at 
St. Louis, October 19 to 21, 1915, in which 
he said:— 

Have any of the railroads of our country yet 
appreciated the spirit that is back of this 
“Clean-Up and Paint-Up movement’’? Will 
our railroad officials do their part toward in- 
creasing property values in the towns through 
which their roads pass, by cleaning up and 
painting up the stations and other buildings 
of the company, so that the railroads may do 
their part to make this country of ours a 
cleaner, neater and brighter America? If they 
do help in the good work; if they show they 
are in touch with a movement that is making 
toward national prosperity and developing a 
spirit of civic pride in our various communi- 
ties, they will win the good will of the people. 

After asking the association to indorse 
this movement Mr. Brown introduced 
the following resolutions, which were 
unanimously adopted:— 

Resolved, That the Maintenance of Way Mas- 
ter Painters’ Association heartily indorses the 
work of the National Clean-Up and Paint-Up 
Bureau, and that we recommend to the rail- 
road companies of the country that they en- 
courage the various local clean-up and paint- 
up campaigns, 

First. By keeping the railroad property neat 
and tidy, planting flower beds or shrubbery 
wherever practicable. 

Second. By keeping the railroad buildings 
well painted, setting an example rather than 
lagging behind the people of the towns through 
which the railroads pass. 

Third. By adopting attractive color schemes 
for painting railroad buildings, leaving the se- 
lection of the colors to men versed in color 
harmony and who will make selections of col- 
ors with a view to attractive effect as well as 
practical utility; and be it further 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this asso- 
ciation that such action of the railroad com- 
panies would appeal strongly to the civic pride 
of the people in the different communities 
through which the railroads pass, and would 
help to create a favorable sentiment toward 
the railroads that would be of great advantage 
to them. 

The published report of the proceedings 
of the association has been extensively 
circulated among railroad officials, and we 
understand the foregoing resolutions were 
used by Mr. Clark in his campaign to 
bring the Missouri Pacific into the move- 
ment. 

Mr. Clark's work in getting the railroad 
officials into line has received favorable 
comment from a number .of those. prom- 
inently connected with the “Clean-Up and 
Paint-Up”’ campaign, and it is thought 
that it will lead to an extension of the 
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campaign into territory that has not 
hitherto come under the influence of the 
work that has been done. 


Sanitaty Conditions of Bottled Waters 


Washington, March 3, 1916. 


An official statement has been issued 
by the Bureau of Chemistry regarding 
the sanitary conditions of bottled waters 
on the markets of the country. This 
statement is made in connection with rul- 
ings as to tolerances by the Public 
Health Service, which has established 
standards that are given in connection 
with the formal announcement of the 
Chemistry Bureau. 

With reference to this subject it is 
stated that the Bureau of Chemistry for 
several years has been investigating the 
sanitary conditions in the production and 
distribution of bottled mineral and ta- 
ble waters, which are offered for sale in 
interstate commerce and therefore sub- 
ject to the food and drugs act. It is 
recognized that the sale of bottled wa- 
ters is dependent largely upon the be- 
lief by the public in the purity of the 
product. The bureau has recently con- 
ferred with a large number of sanitary 
experts and bacteriologists regarding a 
desirable standard for judging the sani- 
tary character of bottled waters. As a 
result of the investigational work and 
the above-mentioned «conferences, the 
bureau believes that the tolerances es- 
tablished by the Public Health Service 
of the Treasury Department for waters 
served on interstate carriers is none too 
rigid for application to bottled waters 
sold in interstate commerce or imported 
from foreign countries. The ‘Treasury 
Department standards are as follows:— 

1. The total number of bacteria developing 
on standard agar plates, incubated twenty- 
four hours at 73 degrees C., shall not exceed 
100 per cubic centimeter; provided, that the 
estimate shall be made from not less than 
two plates, showing such numbers and distri- 
bution of colonies as to indicate that the esti- 
mate is reliable and accurate. 

2. Not more than one out of five 10 c.c. 
portions of any sample examined shall show 
(by the method of the Public Health Service) 
the presence of organisms of the bacillus coli 
group. 


Alleged Sulphuric Acid Contract De- 
fault Charged to War Profits. 


Baltimore, March 2, 1916. 

The stringency in the supply of sul- 
phuric acid caused by the extra demand 
from manufacturers of munitions of war 
has resulted in a suit for damages in a 
large sum filed by the Baugh Chemical 
Company, manufacturers of fertilizers 
here, against the Davison Chemical 
Company, and the manufacturers of sul- 
phuric acid, and the Davison Chemical 
Corporation, a holding company, C. Wil- 
bur Miller, the president of the Chemical 
Company, being also named as a de- 
fendant. The Baugh Chemical Company 
charges in effect that in order to get the 
benefit of the enormous but temporary 
profits to be realized in supplying the 
makers of munitions, the Davison Chem- 
ical Company evaded its contract with 
the Baugh Company, which was less ad- 
vantageous for the moment to the de- 
fendant, and that by reason of this 
breach of contract the Baugh Company 
had, up to January 31 of the present 
year, suffered a loss of $73,587.71, which, 
however, was Only a small portion of 
the actual damage sustained, the Baugh 
Company having been compelled, by rea- 
son of the Davison Company’s alleged 
default, to establish an emergency acid 
plant of its own. 


The bill of complaint was filed in Cir- 
cuit Court No. 2 here and alleges that 
the Baugh Company on April 28, 1913, 
contracted with the Davison Company to 
supply sulphuric acid for five years at 
$5.75 a ton, a minimum of 30,000 and a 
maximum of 50,000 tons to be furnished 
each year. The contract was to run from 
January 1, 1913, to December 31, 1917, it 
is alleged, and on January 2 last the 
Baugh Company notified the Davison 
Company tWat this year it would take 
the entire maximum quantity, deliveries 
to be made in weekly installments. Ac- 
cording to the bill, the contract was a 
valuable one for the Davison Company 
even on the basis stipulated, but that 
irregularities in delivery soon became 
apparent, and that the Davison Company 
began to offer various excuses for failure 
to make delivery, as requested, which 
excuses, the complaint states, were 
found to be false. 

About March or April of last year, it is 
further averred, as a result of the Euro- 
pean war, there arose a demand for sul- 
phuric acid at high prices for making 
explosives. The Davison Company, it is 
alleged, was not in a position to engage 
largely in the business of supplying acid 
for the munition makers without break- 
ing its contract with the Baugh Company 
and other producers of fertilizers. It did 
sell for that purpose, however, accord- 
ing to the complaint, and shipped to the 
new purchasers acid which should have 
gone to the Baugh Company. The per- 
manent business of the Davison Com- 
pany with the Baugh Company, it is con- 
tended, was more valuable in the long 
run than that growing out of the war, 
out the Davison Company had none the 
less diverted increasing quamntities of 
acid from the regular trade channels 
and had adjusted its plant to make the 
higher grade of acid called for by the 
war orders. In furtherance of the plan 
of diversion, it is also alleged, the Davi- 
son Company engaged in a scheme to 
float its stock om the faith of earnings 
estimated upon the contracts which it 
was not carrying out, and upon war or- 
ders, which it was unable to fill. For 
this purpose, it is charged, the holding 
company, knowr ¢s the Davison Chem- 
ical Corporation, Was organized in New 
York. 

Mr. Miller, in a statement issued by 
way of reply to the bill of complaint, 
says that in February, 1915, before the 
rise in the price of acid, and when the 
fertilizer business as well as the acid 
business was rather overstocked, the 
Baugh Company failed to take ahout 
two-thirds, or 2,500 tons, of its monthly 
instalment of acid. Later, and after the 
price had advanced so as to yield a profit 
of from 300 to 400 per cent. in excess of 


the normal profit to the fertilizer manu- 
facturers, the Baugh Company demand- 
ed the immediate delivery of this acid 
which it had previously failed to take, 
so as to make it available during the 
period of very high prices. The company 
did not mind delivering the acid, but not 
just when it was highest or scarcest, 
and when the company could put its 
output to better use. Mr. Miller added 
that he was unable to understand what 
the recent financing of the Davison Com- 
pany had to do with the question of the 
contract for delivery of acid, the only 
inference to be drawn being, in his opin- 
ion, a purpose to force a_ settlement 
which could not be secured otherwise. 


Since the price of sulphuric acid be- 

gan to advance several of the Baltimore 
manufacturers of fertilizers have ar- 
ranged to install acid plants at their 
works, which indicates that the ruling 
quotations on acid are more or less 
above the figure at which they think 
they themselves can produce acid. 
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High Alcohol Liquor Prohibition Bill. 


Albany, March 2, 1916. 


Senator Jones has introduced a bill 


prohibiting the manufacture and sale of, and officers. 


liquors containing more than 10 per cent. 
of common alcohol, except for scientific 
and mechanical purposes. Physicians 
are prohibited from issuing prescriptions 
for the purpose of assisting persons in 
evading this provision. 


Drug Trade Section Introduces Poison 
Mailing Bill Into Congress. 


First steps toward securing the enact- 
ment of a specific law permitting the 
mailing of medicines containing poisons 
have just been taken by the Drug Trade 
Section of the New York Board of Trade 
and ‘l'ranspertation, through the _ intro- 
duction into Congress of a bill, drafted 
by that organization’s Committee on 
Postal Regulations, seeking to admit to 
the mails all such preparations as con- 
tain poisons in only sufficient quantity 
and form, with other ingredients, to be 
used exclusively as curative remedial 
substances. This bill measure, which is 
known as House of Representatives bill 
12421, has been introduced into the lower 
House of the national legislature, on_be- 
half of the section’s Committee on Pos- 
tal Regulations: by Representative Daniel 
J. Griffin, of Brooklyn, a Member of 
Congress from the Eighth Congressional 
District of New York and a member of 
the House Committee on Postoffices and 
Post Roads. 


The fact that this bill had been draft* 
ed and introduced into Congress for the 
Drug Trade Section, in response to the 
urgent recommendation of Frank I. Mc- 
Cartney, as chairman of the section's 
Committee on Postal Regulations, made 
by him at the January meeting of that 
organization, became known at its last 
monthly meeting, held_on March 1, when 
the Committee on Postal Regulations 
submitted its report. It is hoped by the 
section’s members that Representative 
Griffin will incorporate this mailing of 
poisons bill in the postoffice appropria- 
tions measure which he and his col- 
leagues in the Congressional committee 
are now engaged im drafting and are 
planning to introduce into Congress 
within the mear future. 

The text of this bill follows:— 

A BILL, 

To permit the mailing of medicinal prep- 
arations which contain poisons in only suf- 
ficient quantity and form with other in- 
gredients to be used exclusively as curaiive 
remedial substances. 

Be it enacted by the Senate ard House 
of Representatives of the United States of 
Amrica in Congress assembled, That me- 
dicinal preparations which contain poisons 
in only sufficient quantity and form in com- 
bination with other ingredients to he used 
exclusively as curative or remedial sub- 
stances, and which are not dangerous or 
injurious to life, safety, health, or property, 
may be admitte’ to the mails for transmis- 
sion in the domestic mails when inclosed 
in packages in conformity with the condi- 
tions prescribed in section four hundred 
and seventy-four of the Postal laws and 
Regulatons: Provided, That the article 
mailed bears a label or superscription of the 
manufacturer thereof, or dealer therein, or 
of the licensed physician, pharmacist, den- 
tist or veterinarian preparing or prescrib- 
ing the same. 

Thomas F. Main expressed the opinion 
at the section’s meeting that the bill 
would have been improved considerably 
by extending its provisions so as to in- 
clude all poisons which have a legiti- 
mate use as medicines and disinfectants, 
whether in combination with other sub- 
stances or not, but it was generally con- 
sidered advisable for the section to se- 
cure the enactment of this measure be- 
fore attempting to obtain a more liberal 
ruling on this subject. 

Dr. Henry C. Lovis, as chairman of 
the Committee on Legislation, present- 
ed an imteresting report on the new 
soylan-Bloch bill and Bloch cocaine law 
amendment bill, drafted in response to 
the recommendations of a conference of 
medical, pharmaceutical, drug, legisla- 
tive and civic reform interests which 
had been called and held under the aus- 
pices of the_section’s Legislative Com- 
mittee. Dr. Lovis also spoke of the op- 
position which had developed to the 
original Hamilton-Fertig bill and to the 
revised measure bearing that name 
which seeks to compel the disclosure of 
the names of the ingredients of pro- 
prietary medicines as well as their reg- 
istration with the Health Department of 
this State and then mentioned the Evans 
“felony” for violation of narcotic law 
bill, Walker anti-saccharine measure, 
Gilchrist bichloride of mercury bills and 
his Rideal-Walker carbolic acid co-ef- 
ficient test for disinfectants bill, as well 
as the Davis bill, to establish farms for 
inebriates and drug users and for pro- 
viding for commitments to such farms. 

The Membership Committee recom- 
mended the election of the .house of 
3ritt, Loeffler & Weil to membership in 
the section, subject to the approval of 
the General Board. 

As chairman of the Committee on 
Tares, Irving MeKesson told of the ac- 
tion of State Superintendent of Weights 
and Measures in authorizing a four-and- 
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a-half-gallon measure, when the contents 
of such measure are plainly and con- 
spicuously marked on the outside there- 
of, and calling upon the New York city 
Commissioner of Weights and Measures 
to have his department certify and seal 
such measures after testing them. 
Frank L. McCartney, as chairman 
the section, presided at the meeting 
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Gibson-Snow Wholesale Drug Company 
Formally Organized. 


Formal organization of the 
tion of the three wholesale drug. busi- 
nesses formerly cOnducted by Walker & 
Gibson, of Albany; C. W. Snow & Co., 
of Syracuse, and the Gibson Drug Com- 
pany, of Rochester, N. Y which was 
reported in detail in the Reporter of 
February 14, will be effected at a meet- 
ing of all the interests represented in 
these concerns which is scheduled to be 
held within the next few days. 

All arrangements have been completed 
for the incorporation of a new holding 
company for this consolidation, which is 
to be known as the Gibson-Snow Com- 
pany, Inc., with a capital stock of $1,- 
000,000, and for the election of directors 
The consolidated company’s 
business will be operated, as was that 
of the three concerns, before their mer- 
ger, in Albany, Syracuse and Rochester. 
The following are to be chosen officers 
of the Gibson-Snow Company:— 

President, Charles Gibson, of Albany, 
formerly president and treasurer of 
Walker & Gibson and first vice-presi- 
dent of the Gibson Drug Company, as 
well as president of the National Whole- 
sale Druggists’ Association; first vice- 
president, Charles W. Snow, of Syracuse, 
formerly president of C. W. Snow & Co.; 
second vice-president, Nelson P. Snow, 
of Syracuse, formerly secretary and 
treasurer of C. W. Snow & Co.; secre- 
tary-treasurer, William W. Gibson, of 
Albany, president of the Gibson Drug 
Company and secretary of Walker & 
Gibson. The board of directors will con- 
sist of the above-mentioned officers and 
xeorge Evans, of Albany. 

Nelson P. Snow will have 
the Syracuse business of the consolidat- 
ed company, with headquarters in the 
four-story building in West Willow 
street, constructed two years ago by C. 
W. Snow & Co., while William W. Gib- 
son will have the management of the 
Rochester branch and Charles Gibson 
will look after the company’s business in 
Albany, where its main offices will be 
located. 

Although the 


consolida- 
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consolidation was not 
completed until recently, the merger of 
the Gibson and Snow concerns is to date 
from January 1, when it was officially 
consummated and from which date each 
of the three firms has kept two sets of 
books, one as an individual establish- 
ment and the other as if consolidation 
had already been effected. 

Plans for the expansion of the Gibson- 
Snow Company’s business were dis- 
cussed in detail at a meeting of all the 
interests, held at a luncheon in the Ho- 
tel Onondaga, in Syracuse, N. Y., on 
February 26, which was attended by the 
officers, directors, heads of departments 
and thirty-one traveling salesmen from 
all the companies. Announcement was 
made on this occasion that the new com- 
pany will augment its present sales staff 
by the addition of at least five traveling 
men and that of this number two will 
be connected with the Albamy, the same 
number with the Syracuse and one with 
the Rochester branch. It is the inten- 
tion of the consolidated company to in- 
vade new territory, including all parts 
of Ohio, Pennsylvania, Massachusetts, 
New Hampshire, Vermont and possibly 
Connecticut, as well as New York State. 

It is figured that the Gibson-Snow 
Company will do a business of $4,000,000 
during the first year of its existence, and 
its management hopes that this record 
will be exceeded in future years. 

Summarizing the Gibson-Snow Com- 
pany’s policies, Nelson P. Snow says:— 

“The tendency of the times is to get 
goods from manufacturers to consumers 
at the least possible cost, and with this 
object in mind, the consolidation plan 
was worked out. In addition to in- 
creased efficiency, there will be a sub- 
stantial reduction in operating expenses, 
enabling us to sell much cheaper than in 
the past.”’ 

Under the new plans of the company, 
there will be no duplication of territory 
covered by the representatives of the 
former firms and the salesmen of the 
consolidated company will be able to 
cover a much wider field, with better re- 
sults and with virtually the same ex- 
pense. None of the formerly independent 
houses will have to carry as large a sup- 
ply of drugs since the consolidation has 
been effected as when operated inde- 
pendently and as competitors. It is also 
expected that the consolidation will 
make for economy in management, in 
bookkeeping and in many other ways. 


Synthetic Substitutes Amendment 
Proposed. 


Albany, March 2, 1916. 

Assemblyman Bloch has introduced a 
bill amending the public health law (sec- 
tiuns 245, 246, 247, 248, 249 and 249-d), by 
making the provisions relating to the 
sale of habit-forming drugs applicable to 
any synthetic substitute or equivalent. 
The State Commissioner of Health must 
prepare and furnish to boards of health 
official prescription blanks serially num- 
bered.

A bill has been introduced by Assem- 
blyman Bloch amending the _ public 
health law (new section 249-f), by mak- 
ing it unlawful to sell or dispose of any 
preparation intended to be used as a 
specific, remedy or cure which shall con- 
tain more than 10 per cent. of common 
alcohol, except upon the written  pre- 
scription of a duly licensed physicten. 
This shall not apply to liniments and 
ointments for external use only,

Western Seed and Oil Markets 


MINNEAPOLIS. 
Minneapolis, Minn., March 1, 1916. 

‘There was an unceasing demand for 
good flaxseed in the local market all 
through the week and prices were even 
firmer compared with the futures. Some 
choice No. 1 seed sold at 4%4c. over Du- 
luth May. Receipts were quite liberal, 
but there was no delay in the absorption 
of the offerings. The average quality was 
not good, most of the seed coming from 
Minnesota and South Dakota, However, 
there was a larger amount of choice 
North Dakota and Montana seed in on the 
market. All of the buyers were in the 
market. The movement of supplies to 
Minneapolis was considerably heavier 
than it was a week ago and a year ago. 
The movement to Duluth fell off some. 
Offerings of seed to arrive were not in 
large lots, but the buyers picked up a 
number of smaller lots on that basis. 
Some of them were willing to pay spot 
price for to arrive seed if they were cer- 
tain that it was coming from good ter- 
ritory. ‘ 

Reports of the country movement va- 
ried. Some of the line elevator companies 
took in more stuff than they expected to. 
The general weakness in the grain list 
evidently influenced the farmers to sell 
more freely. Most of the seed was put 
in transit immediately, most of it in the 
direction of Minneapolis. Farmers let go 
of some stored seed during the past week. 

There were no trades in Canadian seed 
reported, but reports indicate that Cana- 
dian shippers are figuring on consigning 
some stuff to the Minneapolis market 
within a short time. 

No figures are available where farm re 
serves are concerned, but using the gov- 
ernment report as a basis the supply left 
in the country must be very light. A 
larger seed requirement is going to be 
required this year if prices hold up and 


no doubt the farmers are waiting de- 
velopments before they let go of any 
more of their holdings. . 


The local elevator supply of seed de- 
creased moderately during the week, but 
there was enough increase at Duluth to 
offset. Elevator stocks are held in bins 
because of the lack of cars to move it to 
mills. 

Minnesota No. 1 seed on spot sells at 
Duluth May price to 2c. over, South Da- 
kota at about 3c. over and Montana and 
North Dakota at 4c. over. 

LINSEED OIL, 


Oil is moving in a moderate way and 
the market is featureless. Up to the end 
of last week the crushers managed to 
secure quite a few orders, some of them 
being of good size. This week only scat- 
tering lots were sold. Interest in de- 
ferred oil was light when flax features 
began to drop lower. However, the loss 
in cash flax values was more than off- 
set by the decline in the value of the by- 
product and crushers held prices on oil 
firm. On the whole trade is satisfac- 
tory for the season and no particular 
amount of business is expected until 
spring weather is here for good. Ship- 
ping directions on old contracts are 
prompt and the trade is absorbing oil 
on old contracts in good shape. The job- 
bing trade locally is fair. Prices quoted 
from 74 to Té6c. 

LINSEED OI. MEAL. 


Trade dropped off some and prices de- 
clined sharply on account of the break in 
grains and feeds. Considerable meal 
was sold just before the decline came and 
most of the buyers were pretty well 
filled up. This week the output of the 
mills is moving as fast as cars are avail- 
able and no accumulation of supplies on 
hand is reportable as yet. None of the 
mills are running full capacity and the 


output is moderate. Shipping direc- 
tions are good. Prices are still pretty 


high according to the season and a fur- 
ther decline is in prospect because of the 
dropping away of millfeed values. There 
was a sharp drop in cottonseed oil prices 
to help the decline. The general situation 
is quiet and featureless and it is only the 
lack of pressure on the market that has 
allowed prices to remain as high as they 
are. Quotations ranged from $31.50 to $33. 
LINSEED OIL CAKE. 

There was nothing doing in the cake 
market. One bid of $230 was reported, but 
no trade was noted. There is practically 
no inquiry and if there is any business 
doing with foreign buyers the Eastern 
crushers are getting the orders.

Canadian Government Investigates 
Flax Industry. 


e Toronto, Can., March 2, 1916. 
‘The Canadian Government announced 
this week that the Department of Agri- 
culture had been studying the needs and 
the possibilities of the flax growing in- 
dustry. The Minister of Agriculture said 
that he was convinced from information 
which had reached him that there would 
be a market for linseed oil produced 
from Canadian fiax, both in Canada and 
in Great Britain. He also stated that a 
good deal of attention had been given to 
the growing of flax for the production of 
liber for the making of fiber board and 
textiles. Flax had been grown at the 
Experimental Farm, and samples had 
been procured at various parts of the 
Dominion, and had been rotted and 
scutched. He also suggested that a small 
but complete plant be erected at the Ex- 
perimental Farm to separate the fiber 
from the flax straw. He urged the im- 
portance of properly grading the fiber, 
suggested that experts should be brought 
from Ireland or from Belgium to assist 
in that part of the work. He could see 
no reason why the fiber of flax grown 
in the West should not be utilized, for 
instance, in the manufacture of fiber 
board. He suggested that bounties had 
been given to many industries, and that, 
as it was held that im order to obtain 
all the fiber the flax should be pulled 
and not cut, a bounty of at least half 
the cost of pulling, that is of about #4 
an acre, might be given. France, he said, 
gave a bounty of about $ an acre. He 
stated that $60,000 acres of land in Can- 
ada were last year devoted to flax grow- 
ing and that the value of the crop was 
$15,961,000. He indicated that the value 
to the farmer might be largely increased 
if the straw as well as the seed were 
utilized in all parts of Canada. He 
pointed out that the number of fiber 
mills in the country had decreased to 
nine in the last fifty years and that 0 
per cent. of the fiber produced in On- 
tario was exported to Ireland and most 
of the remainder to the New England 
States to be manufactured. For that ho 
thought it would be of great advantage 
to the country if a branch of the Agri- 
cultural Department took up the subject, 
considered the improvement of millin 
methods, endeavored to have mills whic 


had been closed all opened, and studied 
the questions of seed selection and flax 
cultivation. 





Russian Chemistry in 1915. 


Petrograd, Jan. 17, 1916. 


A Russian official review of the chemical 
industry in Russia last year says:— 

The year 1915 in the history of the Russian 
chemical industry occupies quite an exceptional 
position. It began with a relatively large sup- 
ply of raw material and goods of foreign pro- 
duction which has lasted through 1914 and 
into 1915, when in the early months there 
stood before the Russian industry the danger 
of short supplies and the necessity of limiting 
to the minimum of consumption all important 
materials and products, and the production of 
certain goods at home. Of the important 
branches of industry only the soda industry, 
based on abundant supplies of home raw ma- 
terial, was completely independent of foreign 
importations, This circumstance was particu- 
larly obvious during the past year, when the 
general wave of high prices only affected the 
soda series to a modest extent. True, diffi- 
culties experienced in trarsport and the like 
sometimes forced the prices of various kinds of 
soda upward in this district, as well as of 
chloride of lime; but generally speaking, 
the average increase in prices did not acquire 
that radical character which we see in other 
branches, although it can be quite understood 
that the dearness of fuel and the scarcity of 
labor also had a very adverse effect on the 
operations even of our national chemical in- 
dustry. 

Our sulphuric acid business, however, ex- 
perienced altogether disproportionately difficult 
eonditions, and along with it many items in 
chemicals and cognate industries were affected; 
that is to say, those that require to use acids, 
salts, ete., of various kinds. As is known, 
the raw material for the production of the in- 
organic acids, and particularly sulphur ore, 
previous to the war was obtained from abroad 
to the extent of about three-quarters of the 
quantities required, and only those factories 
situated in the east of the Moscow margin 
used Russian, generally Urals, pyrites. If we 
add to this that the production of sulphuric 
acid takes place mostly in the Western parts 
of European Russia, in some way or other 
havirg been affected by the military cpera- 
tions, then the seriousness of the question of 
supplying the industry, whether on behalf of 
the national defense or for private require- 
ments, can hardly be overestimated. 


With a sense of some satisfaction it may be 
said that during the year under review, with 
the united forces of the government and indus- 
trial circles, it was possible to mitigate the 
acuteness of the problem. The production of 
sulphur ore was increased considerably, the 
transport of this important material to the 
large centers of consumption was regulated 
and finally the production of sulphuric acid, 
which is so necessary in the imperial defense, 
was considerably increased. This increase 
was reached partly by the extension of existing 
factories, partly by the equipment of new ones. 
Private consumers of sulphuric acid were sub- 
jected to considerably greater hardships, for 
the production of most of the acid factories 
was requisitioned, so that consumers had to 
order their acid sometimes from distances of 
1,000 versts to supply their requirements. 
Under these conditions the prices of sulphuric 
acid reached such a limit that 14@15 roubles 
($87@7.50) per pood (36 pounds) were obtained 
in some cases. 

Consumers of oil of vitriol were able to ob- 
tain the article from the factories at the rate 
of 8 roubles ($1.50) per pood, which, as a 
matter of fact, corresponds to the increased 
value of the raw material 

According to recent information, granted the 
normal progress of business, it is believed that 
in the near future sulphuric acid will be more 
easily obtainable for private consumers, and 
this must of itself have a beneficial effect on 
the general position of the whole chemical in- 
dustry. It must be remembered that the 
geographical position of the new sulphuric acid 
factories considerably varies the conditions of 
supply to the Russian market, and finds the 
Russian raw material closer to the factories 
as well as to the central manufacturing in- 
dustrial district of Russia. 

Information coming from various parts of 
Russia shows that general social, scientific 
ard industrial circles are reckoning on the 
fact that various factories and analogous en 
terprises are being opened close to the locali- 
ties where raw material is obtained. Then, 
in connection with the decision of the new 
acid factory owners, works are being erected 
for the production of fertilizers on the manks 
of the great Russian navigable rivers, while 
hitherto, for example, superphosphates were 
made in the Baltic zone, which increased their 
cost so much that they could not be employed 
in the Eastern governments. 

From the great events of last year particular 
interest is excited by the more important po- 
sition taken in the Dcnetz Basin by the utiliza- 
tion of the by-products of coking and particu- 
larly the increased production of benzol, toluol, 
ete. These products necessary at present for 
the government defense are obtained to a large 
extent not only from the Donetz Basin. When 
the war is over there can be no doubt that all 
Russia’s growing industries in colors and 
pharmaceutical products will be sufficiently 
supplied with the necessary raw material. 
The success attained in the development of 
these branches may already be seen. Various 
colors are now being made; pharmaceutical 
preparations, etc., are likewise being pro- 
duced. 

According to more or less reliable informa- 
tion, besides a number of establishments of a 
laboratory character, there is also rising in 
our midst a series of houses on a factory scale 
for the production of phenol, sulphur colors 
(black), chloroform, salicylic acid, ete. It is 
hard to say in the present difficult circum- 
stances exactly to what extent these move- 
ments will develop in the future, but the de- 
velopment in the sulphuric acid factories re- 
ferred to above, the increased production of the 
by-products of coking and the immense energy 
thrown into the investigation and treatment of 
our own raw material promise that the calam- 
itv of the present war cannot possibly pass 
without good results.

Mortimer Fleishhacker is president of 
the new concern and John F. Bush, for- 
merly vice-president of the Hooker 
Chemical Company. is vicepresident and 
general manager.

Some reports are heard to the effect 
that owing to the high prices asked for 
materials, building operations are like- 
ly to be curtailed. The demand for 
paint materials, however, is of good 
volume, and in some cases export in- 
quiry is a factor in increasing sales. 
While there is said to be no general 


advance in the price of prepared 
paints, some manufacturers have an- 
nounced higher schedules in which 


ordinary paints are advanced ten cents 
per gallon and enamels fifteen cents 
per gallon. The position of raw ma- 
terials has warranted higher prices for 
prepared paints for some time, and it 
has been frequently pointed out that 
manufacturers could not long post- 
pone the advent of higher prices. The 
lead pigments were revised upwards 
in price at the beginning of the week, 
and in addition to the strength in the 
metal the market for the pigments is 
firm because of the good demand and 
the fact that sellers are not carrying 
heavy stocks. Zinc oxide is 
nominal as far as the spot market is 
concerned, since producers are sold up 
and second hands are asking different 
prices for what they have to offer. 
Lithopone is not openly quoted, as sell- 
ers are using stocks to fill outstanding 
contracts. Dry colors are fairly steady, 
with reference to the earth colors, but 
the chemically produced products are 
searce and high in price, with private 
terms entering into many sales. Bary- 
tes holds at higher levels, due to in- 
creased demand and to higher produc- 
ing costs. Varnish gums are firm at 
primary points and high ocean freights 
are a factor in prices at delivered 
points. Linseed oil has changed but 
little during the week, with the poor 
outlet for cake given as the reason for 
the strength in the market. China 
wood oil is hard to find on spot, and 
high prices are asked by holders. 
Naphthas were advanced in price dur- 
ing the week. A review of the linseed 
oil and naval stores markets will be 
found on pages 21 and 23, respectively. 
On page 12 there is a complete report 
on the flaxseed situation. A report on 
aleohol will be found under the drug 
market. Comment on the important 
items in the paint trade follows:— 


LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS. 


PIG LEAD.—Some interest was 
aroused by a report to the effect that 
speculative trading in metals had been 
prohibited in the United Kingdom, and 
there was uncertainty regarding the 
influence this would have on domestic 
markets for lead. There was no weak- 
ness in the market, however. The quo- 
tation in some quarters is held at 
6.30c. per pound, but this is a nominal 
figure, as no material is offered at that 
price, and buyers have been bidding 
6.45c. per pound and a bid at St. Louis 
at 6.40c. per pound was said to have 
gone unfilled. Lead ore is quoted at 
$85@89 per ton at Joplin. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE.—At the beginning of the week 
leading producers of basic carbonate 
announced higher prices for this ma- 
terial. The situation has been firm 
for some time, and continued strength 
in the metal combined with other in- 
creases in producing costs have not 
been without effect. Demand for white 
lead also is reported to be good, and 
sellers have been able to keep stocks 
at comparatively low points. The new 
scale of prices places 7%4c. per pound 
as the inside quotation for dry white 
lead, and this price is not given except 
to buyers of large amounts. On mod- 
erate amounts quotations are said to 
be 7%c. per pound. White lead in oil 
also was affected by the revision in 
the price schedule, and the lowest price 
now quoted is 8%4c. per pound and a 
graded scale of prices is effective for 
smaller amounts. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SULPHATE). 
—The feature to the market for the 
week was the advance in quotations. 
This was in the same proportions as 
reported for basic carbonate and means 
a rise of %c. per pound. On round 
lots sellers are now asking 7c, per 
pound, with the price advancing ac- 
cording as the quantity wanted be- 
comes smaller. 

RED LEAD.—Sellers of red lead are 
said to be well sold up and demand 
is fully large enough to take care of 
supply. This helps to create a strong 
market, and, as pig lead has been go- 
ing up in price, the result could not 
be otherwise than to strengthen values 
for the pigment. 
prices went into effect and dry red 
lead is now held at a minimum price 
of 8%c. per pound. Red lead in oil 
moved up in sympathy with the dry 
product and quotations are 8%c. per 
pound and- upwards, according to 
quantity, 

LITHARGE-Ezport inquiry is re- 
ported for this material, and domestic 
consumers also are in the market 
steadily. Buyers have been interested

nounced at the beginning of the week. 
On round lots the asking price is 
placed at 7%c. per pound and this is

ORANGE MINERAL.—There are re- 
ports that sellers of orange mineral 
have little to offer, as they have sold 
their output for several months. ahead. 
At any rate, the market has. been 
holding very firm and there has been 
an absence of selling pressure. De 
mand for some time has been ahead of 
normal and this has reduced competi- 
tion on the part of producers, and in 
conjunction with higher producing 
costs this has caused upward revision 
in prices. At present sellers are quot- 
ing 10%c. per pound as an inside price. 

SPELTER.—Market prices for spel- 
ter were rather irregular during the in- 
terval under influences from abroad. 
There was no material change in prices, 
however, and members of the trade do 
not fear any marked reaction. Prices 
at New York are quoted at 20%c. per 
pound, but this might be shaded a lit- 
tle on firm bids. St. Louis quotes 20c. 
per pound as a nominal figure. Zinc 
ore at Joplin is held at $100@120 per 
ton. 

ZINCS.—Some buyers have been in 
the market and expected to get supplies 
at the price quoted by leading produc- 
ers on contracts. Some spot transac- 
tions have been made at the prices 
named to contract buyers, but such 
sales were few in number as the output 
was almost entirely alloted to consum- 
ers when contracts were made. This 
left producers in a position where they 
had hardly any material to offer. Sec- 
ond hands are selling at different 
prices and no fixed quotation can be 
given at which buyers can enter the 
market and fill their requirements. 
Sales are said to have gone through at 
18c. per pound and in some quarters 
this material is reported to be held up 
to 25c. per pound. There were offers 
of imported grades of red seal this 
week at 23c. per pound, but these oft 
fers are hardly to be taken as a basis 


of trading as supplies are light and 
offers are made subject to previous 
sale. 
DRY COLORS. 
BLACKS. 


All selections of this market are hold- 
ing firm in price, with producing costs 
going higher and predictions that many 
grades of black will follow suit. De- 
mand for carbon gas and lampblack is 
reported to be normal and full prices 
are obtained in making sales. Lamp- 


black varies in price, according to 
grade. Bone black is moving steadily, 


with the firmness in price as the chief 
feature. Quotations for blacks are on a 
basis of:—3%@7c. per pound for bone 
black; 6@12c. per pound for drop black; 
10@15c. per pound for domestic grades 
of ivory black; 18@24c. per pound for 
foreign ivory black; 10@12c. per pound 
for carbon gas black; 11@14c. per pound 
for grinders’ grade of lampblack; $18@ 
25 per ton for mineral black. 


BLUES. 


Prussian blue is attracting some in- 
terest from the consuming trades, but 
the market is irregular and fundamental 
conditions do not improve, as the posi- 
tion of prominent raw materials is con- 
stantly becoming more unfavorable. 
Prussiate of soda was hard to find at 
any price this week and yellow prus- 
siate of potash is held by a few sellers, 
who are asking high prices. Prices for 
Prussian blue are given at $1.50@1.70 
per pound, but sales are largely a mat- 
ter of private agreement. Ultramarine 
blues are offered freely and prices de- 
pend upon grade. The range is from 
7e. per pound to 32c. No offers of 
milori blue are heard. Chinese blue 
holds close to $2 per pound.

LITHOPONE.—Withdrawals against 
contracts are taking fair amounts of 
lithopone into consumption, but outside 
of this there is hardly any activity. 
The domestic output is sold ahead and 
second hands are unable to offer much 
for spot delivery. No price can be 
quoted as a reliable basis of trading, 
but up to-16c. per pound is said to have 
been asked for moderate amounts. 
Offers of foreign lithopone are reported 
at 144%c, per pound, but they are not 
firm and supplies are light. 

METALIC PAINTS. — Jobbing de- 
mand for metallics is said to be of fair 
volume and some sellers say there is 
a good inquiry for large amounts.

$12.50@17 for reds, f. o. b. works, the 
inside figures being for car lots, For 
local delivery prices are $18@20 per ton 
for browns and $15@18 for reds. 

WHITING.—With the supply of raw 
material uncertain and high prices 
asked for whatever is offered, sellers 
of whiting say the tendency of the mar- 
ket for that material is upward. Ocean 
freights are not only abnormally high, 
but it is hard to secure tonnage and 
the effect is apparent in the market for 
whiting. Prices are quoted at 60@65c. 
for commercial; 70@75c. for gilders; 
75@80c. for extra gilders, and $1.00@ 
1.50 for English  cliffstone. Above 
prices are per 100 pounds, with the 
range according to quantity. 

GLUES. 

The upward swing to the market for 
bones has been a strengthening factor 
in the market for bone glues, and on 
many selections sellers are said to hold 
firmer views. In addition to the higher 
prices paid for raw materials it is said 
that the supply is not large and it is 
becoming more dicffiult to fill require- 
ments. Demand for glues is of good 
proportions. Deliveries against con- 
tracts are being made regularly and 
new accounts are seasonable. Some ex- 
port demand is reported for certain 
grades and this helps to swell the move- 
ment from producing points.

The output of different 
factories is sold ahead for some time 
to come and this has eliminated com- 
petitive selling methods, and with con- 
sumption abreast of supply the market 
is firm from the standpoint of supply 
and demand. An important happening 
in the trade was the announcement 
that manufacturers were willing to 
make an advance in the wage scale of 
workers, and with other producing 
costs going up it can be seen that the 
cost of turning out glass must inevit- 
ably work to higher levels and this is 
significant with regard to future prices.

Increased Rates on British Imports. 


COCOA, COCOA BUTTER, GLUCOSE, 
CHARIND AND MOTOR SPIRITS 
VOLVED. 

Washington, March 3, 1916. 

The foreign tariff section of the Bu- 
reau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce jis advised by Consul General 
Skinner at London of a number of 
changes in the British tariff involving in 
practically all instances increased rates 
of duty on imports into the United King- 
dem. In all cases the old and new rates 
of change are given. 

Among the changes is a rate imposed 
on cocoa per pound of 1%d., an increase 
of id. under the old tariff; cocoa butter, 
lisd., as against the old rate of 14d.; 
glucose, solid, per cwt. (112 pounds), 6s. 
lld., as against is, 2d. the old rate; liquid 
glucose per cwt., 4s.

Saturday Noon, March 4, 1916. 
LINSEED OIL. 

A fairly steady market for linseed oil 
was in effect throughout the period. 
Car lots were held at 77c. per gallon in 
most quarters, although some sales are 
said to have been made at 76c. Trad- 
ing was not active at any time, and fu- 
ture business was not a factor. Som« 
consumers will soon be in need of oil, 


as they are covered only through March 
and inquiry for shipments is reported. 
Spot oil is selling steadily, though most- 
ly in small lots. There has been very 
little distinction in some quarters be- 
tween car lots and 5-barrel lots, and 
prices quoted have been the same for 
either quantity. Crushers are finding 
the disposal of cake to be difficult, and 
this refers not only to the spot market, 
but fears are held out that future posi- 
tions will be as bad. Cake is thus hav- 
ing a bullish effect on oil, and it is im- 
possible to look for any lowering in 
prices for oil as long as there is no 
market for the by-products. 

Cash seed at Duluth closed at $2.24% 
last Saturday, and the closing price 
yesterday was $2.30. During the same 
period there was a decline of more than 
three cents per bushel in the price of 
sced at Buenos Aires. Western crush- 
ers are said to have been steady buy- 
ers of domestic seed while it was under 
$2.30 per bushel, and Eastern crushers 
are reported to have bought during the 
week in the Argentine market. The 
price of Argentine seed at New York is 
said to be about 20c. per bushel lower 
than the Duluth quotation. This refers 
to shipments in sailing vessels, as the 
steamer rates cut down the differential. 
Argentine shipments this week were 
178,000 bushels to the United States and 
1,092,000 bushels to Europe. Approx- 
imately 300,000 bushels of Argentine 
seed reached New York early in the 
period. Canadian seed is not a factor 
in the present market. Domestic seed 
is in demand by crushers, with the 
speculative side of the market of minor 
importance ever since the break in 
prices, which shook out the majority 
of speculative accounts. The shipping 
situation with reference to imports of 
Argentine seed has not changed, and 
this helps to hold up c. i. f. offers at 
New York. Reports already are being 
heard about the acreage to be sown tuo 
flax this spring in the American North- 
west, and the opinion is expressed that 
owing to the high prices obtained this 
year a larger area will be given over 
to flax this season. Such reports, how- 
ever, are of little value, as it is too 
early to get any line on the situation, 
especially as conditions may change be- 
fore the time of planting. Reports on 
the Western, Canadian and Buénos

CHICAGO LARD MARKET. 


Chicago, March 1, 1916. 

An increase in the demand and higher prices 
for hogs this week has resulted in a firmer 
tone in the iard market in Chicago. There was 
not so much fluctuation. Prices were steadier 
and demend improved, while figures on sup- 
plies for last month showed a smaller increase 
in comparison with that of February a year 
ago, which proved an important factor in stif- 
fening the market. Stocks of lard increased 
9,300,000 pounds in February, while in the 
same month last year they increased 11,650,000 
pounds. The increase in lard is rather large 
for the month, but, taking into consideration 
that the important export outlet is closed and 
that the month’s hog receipts are also large, 
it is evident that a goodly distribution has 
taken place, a fact that lends a more cheerful 
tone to the situation. The amount of lard pro- 
duced from November 1, 1915, to March 1, 1916, 
was 98,000,000 pounds, or 280,000 tierces, as 
compared with 90,000,000, or 265,000 tierces, in 
the same period in 1914-1915. The amount of 


lard produced in the aggregate summer and 
winter season of 1915-1916 was 217,000,000 
pounds, or 630,000 tierces, as compared with 


197,000,000 pounds, or 580,000 tierces, 
same period in 1914-1915. 

The speculative influence was apparent as a 
factor in strengthening the market this week. 
Today trading was quite active. Offerings were 
fair and demand was rather good. Prices 
closel at 2%@5c. higher than yesterday's close. 
Shipping demands were good and offerings 
were larger. Round lets were quotable at 30c. 
under May price and closed at about $10.25. 
New was quotable at 25c. off May, closing at 
$10.30. Refined was in moderate demand, with 
fair offerings. Loose lots were in fair supply, 
with demand moderate, being quotable at 70c. 
off May. Leaf lard was in fair supply and in 
rather good demand, being quotably steady at 
$9.75@9.87%. Neutral was in fairly good sup- 
ply, with fair inquiry and prices were steady 
at $11.50@11.62% for No. 1, and $10.624@10.75 
for No. 2. May lard was in rather good de- 
mand, with moderate offerings, and sales were 
made at $10.52%4@10.62%4, closing steady at the 
former figure.

Great Britain Prohibits Exportation 
of Vegetable Oils. 


Great Britain has declared an embargo 
on the exportation of all vegetable oils 
containing glycerine, according to cables 


received by importers last week. No of- 
ficial confirmation or denial of this re- 
port was available. The officials of the 


State Department in Washington have no 
information confirming this report, and 
inquiries at the British Embassy dsclosed 
that the British Foreign Office has not 
notified the authorities of such acton. 

However, importers are unable to ob- 
tain the necessary shipping permits, and 
so far as the trade is concerned, no sup- 
plies are available for the time being, at 
least. 

The oils affected are palm, palm kernel, 
coconut, copra, peanut and rapeseed. 
The suspension of exports brought out a 
general advance in prices, and in many 
instances business was virtually at a 
standstill. 

A cable received from a reliable source 
reported that Great Britain resorted to 
this latest measure so as to assure a full 
supply of glycerine. It was intimated 
that as soon as the glycerine question is 
settled, shipments will be resumed under 
the special license plan, Advices were 
received to the effect that Great Britain 
will permit the exportation of oils, pro- 
viding that the shipper and consumer 
will agree to place the glycerine content 
of the oil at the disposal of the British 
Government on the basis of £59 10s. per 
ton f. o. b. seaboard, which price is equal 
to about 13 cents a pound. This prac- 
tically means that the ultimate consumer 
will have to allow an extra 1% cents 
per pound on the cost of the oil. The 
market for soap-lye glycerine in New 
York during the past week ranged in 
price from 31 cents to 35 cents a pound, 
according to quantity and seller. $3.

able. Palm oil is the only oil capable of 
being used by the tin plate mills for 
coating the steel plates, preparing them 
for the final coating of tin. It is esti- 
mated that the tin plate mills of this 
country consume on an average of 12,- 
000,000 pounds of palm oil annually. The 
total importations of palm oil into the 
United States in 1915 amotinted to 34,399,130 
pounds, valued at $2,169,208, which com- 
pares with 49,092,150 pounds, valued at $3,- 
155,054, in 1914. The soap industry‘is also 
a large consumer of palm oil, but it is 
not an absolute necessity in the manu- 
facture of soap, as is the case in the tin 
plate industry. The world’s supply of 
palm oil is obtained from the British pos- 
sessions in Africa. 





War Use Factor in Canada Gas Suit. 


Toronto, Canada, March 1, 1916. 

The United Gas and Fuel Company has 
isused a writ and applied for an injunc- 
tion to be determined in the Supreme 
Court of the province, against the Do- 
minion Natural Gas Company, restraining 
it from diverting gas from its eight-inch 
main from the Selkirk fields to Brant- 
ford. The United is the local company 
which distributes the Dominion’s prod- 
uct to Hamilton, a city of 100,000 people 
in Western Ontario. Hamilton has de- 
veloped a heavy gain in matural gas con- 
sumption in recent years, and with the 
sudden growth of its war munitions in- 
dustry finds the gas indispensable. 

The Dominion pleads a shortage of good 


gas in Selkirk district and claims that 
particularly im cold spells the regular 
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supply cannot be relied on by either Ham- 
ilton or Brantford, another large muni- 
tions center. The ultimate remedy seems 
to be to refine the sulphur gas, which 
has had to be called into service from 
another section of the Selkirk fields for 
Brantford, or strike some new fleld or 
else go out of business. The ‘Tilbury and 
other fields farther west have a big mar- 
ket of their own and can hardly be re- 
lied on to make up the deficiencies in 
the Selkirk field.

OTHER VEGETABLE OILS. 

CHINA WOOD OIL.—There are dif- 
ferent reports regarding the price of 
China wood oil on shipments from the 
Far East. Orders are said to have 
been placed at 12c. per pound for New 
York delivery and 12%c. per pound 
for shipment to Chicago. In contrast 
to this is the report that March ship- 
ment oil from China has been offered 
in the local market at ile. per pound 
and in at least one instance a shade 
under 12c, With the price high at pri- 

mary points there is a feeling on the 
part of many buyers to be careful in 
placing orders, as they fear that adul- 
terated oil might be on the market. The 
spot market is quiet, with stocks at a 
low point and offers restricted. With 
many sellers unable to offer prices de- 
pend upon sellers, and any quotation 
can hardly be regarded as firm. Prices 
heard were generally above 13c., and 
the latter is said to be the lowest figure 
named, with up to 14c. per pound asked. 
COCONUT OIL.—The cessation of 
exports from Great Britain brought 
out a very strong tone to the market 
and prices closed on an average of 
%e, per pound higher. There was a 
good inquiry, but lack of offerings re- 
stricted business. According to cables 
received from London exports will be 
permitted providing that the glycer- 
ine content of the oil be returned on 
the basis of £59 10s. per ton, f. o. b. 
seaboard. So far as could be ascer- 
tained no business was done on this 
basis. In London the market for Cey- 
lon oil was quiet, with sellers at £56 
10s. per ton, prompt and forward ship- 
ment. Copra closed at £42 5s, per 
ton, c. i. f. Marseilles. A parcel of 
twenty-five tons of Ceylon oil afloat 
sold here early this week at l4c. per 
pound, and it was reported that 14\c. 
and 14%c. were paid for spot. Closing 
quotations were merely nominal, around 
14%4c. for Ceylon oil, spot delivery. 
Sales of Manila coconut oil for ship- 
ment were reported at 13%c. per 
pound, but at the close the inside price 
was l14c. Domestic mills were not sell- 
ers. Prime East India Cochin oil to-

wards the close sold at 15%c. .per pound 
in pipes, with the undertone strong. 
Cochin oil in small packages sold at 
prices ranging from 1l16c. to 17c. per 
pound. The market for futures was 
dull, prices being nominal. 

CORN OIL.—The demand for crude 
corn oil was less active, but the offer- 
ings were scant and the market ruled 
firm in all quarters. Practically all of 
the output of the principal producers 
is going to the refiners. Sales of crude 
corn oil for spot and nearby delivery 
were reported at prices ranging from 
$9.75 to $10.06 per 100 pounds, cooperage 
basis. There was a fair inquiry for re- 
fined corn oil and the market was 
steady at $10.46 per 100 pounds, car 
lots, in cooperage, ex dock New York. 
The principal buyers of refined oil 
were the former consumers of. technical 
grades of castor oil. 

OLIVE OIL.—There was a firm tone 
to the market, but no further price 
changes were reported. Foreign mar- 
kets were strong under meager offer- 
ings. Denatured olive oil closed at 94 
@%6c, per gallon for prime stock. Prime 
green olive oil foots closed unchanged 
at 12@13c. per pound, according to 
seller. The demand as quiet. A re- 
port from Nice, France, under date of 
January 27, states:— 

During December and the first two weeks 
in the present month the olive oil mills of 
the Nice district have begun to produce oil. 
This oil is made from olives that have fallen 
from the trees and is therefore of very in- 
ferior quality, while the olive oil produced 
during March and April is made from picked 
olives and is of a higher grade. This year, 
as most of the olives had already fallen 
from the trees during the summer and the 
autumn, the output of the oil produced from 
the fallen olives is small in comparison with 
other years. 

The outlook for the crop in 
April, next, is not encouraging, 
feared that it will be the worst olive crop 
gathered in the Maritime Alps for many 
years; but in some favorably exposed local- 
ities there are still some olives on the 
trees, and, these being large and juicy, it 
is expected that the oil produced from them 
will be of a superior quality, although the

PALM OIL.—With exports from 
Great Britain prohibited, the market 


here was strong and higher. No offi- 
cial confirmation or denial of the re- 
ported embargo was available. Cables 
to importers from their London rep- 
resentatives advised them that ship-

ers who will agree to place the glyc- 
erine content of the oil at the disposal 
of the British Government on the 
basis of £59 10s. per ton. This figures 
out at around i13c. per pound, and as 
palm oil contains approximately 8 per 
cent. of glycerine, it practically 
amounts to an increase in the cost of 
each pound of oil of nearly 1%c. Lagos 
palm oil was nominally quoted at the 
close of the week at 12%c. per pound. 

During the interval a round lot in 
transit sold on the basis of 12c. Niger 
palm oil sold at 9%c., but at the close 
10c. was the asking price. Prime red 
oil was quoted from 10%c. to 10%c. 
per pound, according to seller. Under 
date of February 17 mail advices from 
Liverpool say:— 

The market was fairly active during the 
past week, the sales amounting to fully 
3,500 tons. All exports of oils and fats are 
for the time being prohibited. Full prices 
are being paid for anything afloat to the 
United States of America, and this week 
business was done in hards at 8.78@8.90c., 
Benin, 9.25@9.35c.; while Lagos has been 
sold at 10@10.10c. per pound. The Liver- 
pool market closed easy At 9.60c. for Lagos, 
softs, 9.25c.; Benin, 9.05c.; hards, 8.60c. 

PALM KERNEL OIL.—Under the 
new British regulations the exporta- 
tion of palm kernel oil is prohibited, 
for the time being, at least. The re- 
ceipt of this news caused prices to 
strengthen materially and at the close 
of the week the offerings were scanty, 
with prices wholly nominal. At Liv- 
erpool the market closed the week at 
£52 per ton, prompt and forward ship- 
ment. The sale of a round lot of New 
Orleans pressed palm kernel oil was 
reported on the basis of 13%c. per 
pound, loose, f. o. b. mill. The spot 
market in New York closed nominal at 
13%@l4c. per pound.

PEANUT OILi—The market was 
quiet, but firm, on moderate offerings 
and steady foreign cables. At Mar- 
seilles the market for technical pea- 
nut oil closed at 144 francs per 100 
kilos, prompt shipment. Soap grades 
held here at 70@75c. per gallon, as to 
seller. 

RAPESEED OIL.—All exports of 
rapeseed oil from Great Britain have 
been prohibited, according to private 
reports. This brought out a strong 
tone in the market here and prices at 
the close of the week were wholly 
nominal. Prime quality English re- 
fined rapeseed oil was quoted at $1.02@ 
1.10 per pound, as to seller and quan- 
tity. Pure rapeseed oil, but slightly 
off color, sold on the spot at 95@97c., 
per gallon. The demand was quiet, 
due to the high prices. prevailing. 
Until definite information is to hand 
regarding the British embargo, im- 
porters and consumers are inclined to 
hold off. 

SOYA BEAN OIL.—A good business 
was done in soya-bean oil, both for 
spot and forward delivery. Varnish 
makers were buyers and sales of fairly 
large size quantities were reported on 
the basis of 8%c. per pound. A sale 
of about 300 barrels for March ship- 
ment went through at 8%c. Late in 
the week it was reported that 8c. 
might have been done on forward 
business. The spot market closed 
with leading sellers asking from 8%c. 
to 9c. per pound for soya bean oil in 
cooperage, spot and nearby delivery. 
The firm position of competing oils 
was a bullish factor in the market. 
Former consumers of crude corn oil 
also were buyers of this commodity.

ANIMAL AND FISH OILS. 


COD OIL.—Offerings through first 
hands were very light during the past 
week, and, with the demand fairly ac- 
tive, the undertone was firmer. Re- 
cent business went through on the 


basis of 62c. per gallon for prime New- , 


foundland cod oil, but it was reported 
at the close of the week nothing was 
offering at this level. First hands 
quote 63@64c. per gallon for car lots. 
Jobbing prices ranged from 62 to 65c. 
per gallon, as to quantity and seller. 

DEGRAS.—Private cables reported 
that sellers refuse to book further con- 
tracts unless the buyers are willing to 
allow them the privilege to cancel all 
purchasers should the British Govern- 
ment requisition their supplies of 
chemicals, ete. The offerings were 
light and-prices in the New York mar- 
ket were strong and wholly nominal 
at the close of the week. Brown 
degras was held at 7%@8c. per pound, 
while for the light grades sellers 
were asking from 8c. up. 

LARD OIL.—There was a good de- 
mand for off grades of lard oil, both 
in an export and domestic way, and, 
with raw materials strong, prices were 
firmly maintained. It was reported 
that some manufacturers were not in 
a position to accept prompt business, 
being well sold ahead. Quotations fol- 
low:—Prime, 94@96c.; off prime, 82@ 
85c.; extra No. 1, 78@80c.; No. 1, 75@ 
77c.; No, 2, 73@74c. per gallon.

Pressers are closely sold up and offerings 
for prompt shipment were comparatively light.

The stocks are moderate, 
in fact, some dealers are not able to 
take care of routine jobbing business. 
There were no offerings of crudé by 
first hands, and the market closed the 
week with quotations wholly nominal. 
Refined oil met with a seasonable con- 
suming demand. Dealers quote brown 
strained at 538@55c. per gallon, with 
the light strained at 55@57c., the yellow 
cleached at 57@59c., and the white 
bleached at 59@61c., as to quantity. 

NEATSFOOT OIL.—There was little 
if any change in the general situation. 
With the market for raw material 
holding firm, quotations on all grades 
of neatsfoot oil were strong and more 
or less nominal. The spot stocks are 
said to be comparatively small, as 
makers refuse to manufacture more oil 
than they have actual call for, due to 
the high position of greases, etc. The 
demand was reported as fairly active. 
Closing prices follow:—Twenty-degree 
cold test, 97@99c.; 30-degree cold test, 
93@96c.; 40-degree cold test, 86@89c.; 
peene, 80@82c.; dark, 74@76c. per gal- 
on. 

RED OIL.—With raw materials tend- 
ing upward the market for this com- 
modity was firm and higher at the 
close. Offerings were light and sales 
of average quality saponified red oil 
were reported at 8c. per pound. On ex- 
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tra quality stock some helders were 
asking as high as 8%c. per pound. 
Elaine red oil was quoted nominally 
at 7%@8c, per pound, according to 
quantity and seller. 

STEARIC ACID.—There was a fair 
demand for the higher grades, and, 
with raw materials strong, prices were 
firmly maintained. In some quarters 
triple pressed stearic acid was held at 
16c. per pound, but it was reported that 
154%c. might have been done on round 
lot business. Double pressed stearic 
acid held at 144%@l5c. per pound, with 
the single pressed at 13%@l4c. per 
pound, Off grades were available at 
slight concessions from the above 
basis, 

SOD OIL.—Offerings from abroad 
were light and the market was strong 
in all quarters. Nominal quotations 
ranged from 7%4c. to 8%c. per pound, 
as to quality and quantity. According 
to private cables, shippers reserve the 
right to cancel all orders. 

SEAL OIL.—Offerings were restrict- 
ed to a few jobbing parcels and prices 
were merely nominal at 65@70c. per 
gallon. 

SPERM OIL.—There were no offer- 
ings of crude sperm oil by first hands 
and the market closed the week strong 
with prices nominal. There was a fair 
inquiry for refined sperm oil, and, with 
competing oils tending upward, the 
situation was regarded as very firm. 
Bleached winter, 38-degree cold test, 
closed at 76@77c., with the 45-degree 
cold test quoted at 74@75c. Natural 
winter, 38-degree cold test, closed at 
73@74c., with 45-degree cold test at 71 
@i72c. per gallon. 

WHALE OIL.—There were no first 
hand offerings of crude whale oil and 
the market was wholly nominal. Deal- 
ers quote No. 1 crude oil around 57@ 
h8e. per gallon. Refined whale oil was 
firm, in sympathy with crude. The up- 
ward tendency of competing oils also 
had a strengthening influence on the 
market. Closing prices were unchanged 
at 58@62c. per gallon, as to quality and 
quantity. 

TALLOW OIL.—Offerings on spot 
were scanty and the market closed the 
week in a very firm position. There 
was a fair demand for the acidless tal- 
low oil. The undertone was strong, 
owing to the high position of pressing 
stock. Acidless oil was quoted as nom- 
inal at 88@84c. per gallon, with the 
prime grade held at 81@82c. per gallon. 

Chicago, March 1, 1916. 

Offerings on spot were scanty and the market 
ruled strong throughout the week. The under- 
tone was strong. Acidless tallow oil closed at 
80c. per gallon, with the 1% per cent. acid 
quoted at 79c.

Calcutta advices have indicated an 
advance of 4@%c. for current ship- 
ment, with the offers still restricted.

The principal development in the 
London market has been the announce- 
ment of stocks at the close of Febru- 
ary. Expectations that the holdings 
would show a heavy reduction, based 
upon active buying for this country 
and Russia, are confirmed. Total 
stocks amounted to 82,910 cases, of 
which 74,974 were orange, making an 
inroad of 11,514 cases in the general 
and 11,508 cases in the orange supplies.

The London Commercial Record has 
the following under date of Febru- 
ary 1L:— 

The shellac market after renewed activity 
consequent upon the arrival of the long-ex- 
pected buying orders from America, in addi- 
tion to further Russian inquiry, is now some- 
what quieter, but we do not anticipate any ap- 
preciable drop in price, as we are given to 
understand that there will shortly be very 
substantial deliveries from the London stock, 
which would, of course, materially strengthen 
the position. As a matter of fact, the posi- 
tion resolves itself into the question as to 
whether the American orders are for con- 
sumptive or speculative account; if it should 
be the former we are almost certain to go 
higher, as they will be renewed from time to 
time so long ag freight difficulties in Calcutta 
continue, and it is worth noting that although 
the position is easier in Bombay and Karachi, 
there is no sign of any relief in Calcutta, in 
fact, shippers all agree that there is no ton- 
nage offering at all. At the present moment 
there is a certain amount of liquidation of the 
March delivery position, and for once in a 
way the small speculator is able to get out at 
a profit, which will inspire him to further 
flights, wherein he will inevitably lose the iot; 
but such is human nature, and nothing will 
ever alter it. Recently quite a fair business 
has been done in shellac in bags, which 
rather confirms the statement as to the lack 
of American freight. 


ESSENTIAL OILS. 


ALMOND.—Strictly free from prus- 
sic acid bitter almond oil is almost un- 
obtainable except in relatively small 
quantities and is now being held at a 
level fully $1 higher than a week ago. 
The revised quotation is $12@13. Arti- 
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ficial almond oil is still being quoted 
at $5.50@6, and sweet true almond oil 
at 85c. Peach kernel oil, however, is 
somewhat easier, being offered at 40@ 
40%e. 

AMBER.—The local market is virtu- 
ally bare of this oil, but for the meager 
lots which are still obtainable occas- 
ionally the holders are now asking 60c. 
for the crude and $1.65 for the rectified. 

CITRONELLA.—Ceylon oil is in di- 
minishing supply and in increasingly 
active demand. Local holders are now 
asking 45@46c. for this oil in drums, 
and 47@48%c. in cans. Java oil con- 
tinues to be quoted at 90@95c. 

JUNIPER.—tThe berry oil, of Aus- 
trian origin, which alone is desired, is 
still being very strongly maintained at 
a minimum of $5.50, while up to $7 is 
being asked in some quarters. Wood 
oil is in still scantier supply and is now 
being strongly held at 75c.@$1.15, ac- 
cording to brand. 

MACE.—Distilled oil has been marked 
up 10c. more to 95c., in view of a grow- 
ing shortage of the spice and an in- 
creasing demand. Expressed oil, how- 
ever, is still being quoted at 75@80c. 

MUSTARD.—Natural oil and _ the 
synthetic substitute are almost unob- 
tainable and are now being quoted more 
or less nominally at $18@20 for the 
former, and at $16@18 for the latter. 

NUTMEGS.—In view of the growing 
scarcity and abnormally high cost of 
the spice, local holders have raised 
their prices 10c, further to 95c.@$1. 

WINTERGREEN.—With more lib- 
eral offers of methyl salicylate, prices 
named for synthetic wintergreen oil 
have been lowered to $2.75@3 in some 
quarters, but a few handlers are still 
demanding a minimum of $3.25. Sweet 
birch continues to be quoted at $3.50@ 
3.75 and leaf oil or gaultheria at $4.25 
@4.50. 

FLOWERS. 

CHAMOMILE.—Belgian or Roman 
flowers are in greatly reduced supply 
here and are generally being more 
firmly held at 32@35c. Hungarian 
flowers continue to be maintained very 


strongly at a minimum of 70c. and 
Spanish goods at 45@48c.

The most interest- 
ing development in the general crude 
situation during the week has been the 
record of February field operations. In 
spite of the stimulating conditions, 
completions last month fell below 
those of the former month, but a sub- 
stantial gain is noted in new produc- 
tion. The effect of the more favorable 
crude market is, however, noted in the 
increase in the number of rigs up and 
wells in course of drilling at the close 
of February. Details are given in the 
following table:

The principal losses in completions 


last month were in Kentucky and Il- 
linois, but the Lima-Indiana, Central 
Ohio and Oklahoma fields contributed 
to the poorer showing. Increases in 
new production came from the Penn- 
sylvania, Illinois & Kansas fields. In 
the comparison of prospective work all 
of the fields show gains except Central 
Ohio, where a heavy loss was noted, and 
Illinois, where the record is unchanged.

With the prospects for more favor- 
able weather conditions, interest in the 
revival of field operations is becoming 
more marked in all districts, and there 
is every indication that operators are 
determined to take every advantage of 
the present market. The Dorseyville 
field of Allegheny. county, Penn., was 
the scene of another notable completion. 
The well was reported to have averaged 
31 barrels an hour for the first fourteen 
hours, flowing with greater force than 
any other completion in the locality. 
The featuring strike of West Virginia 
was in the Berea grit pool of Kanawha 
county, marking an extension of three- 
fourths of a mile in the producing area. 
The capacity of the well was placed at 
60 to 80 barrels a day, and is calculated 
to inspire considerably more test work 
in the neighborhood. A result of un- 
usual interest in the southeastern Ohio 
fields was the drilling of a Clinton Sand

Well, in Licking county, placing 190 
barrels to its credit the first 24 hours. 
This is said to be the largest producer 
in that section of the field in a number 
of years and will put a new spur in 
development work there. Considerable 
test work is in progress in the shallow 
sand districts of Southwestern Ohio. 

There has been little to mark the 
week’s returns from the Northwestérn 
Ohio and Indiana fields, except the gen- 
eral gain in completions and new pro- 
ductions. The best strike was a 50- 
barrel well in the Oakland City district 
of Indiana, Illinois returns were with- 
out particular interest. While Crawford 
county leads in completions, Lawrence 
county holds the palm for the week’s 
new production. 

The report of the Federal Trade 
Commission recommending a reduction 
in pipe line rates from the mid-conti- 
nent fields east has created keen in- 
terest among mid-continent operators, 
and our correspondent regards the pro- 


posal for lower rates as a serious 
menace to the smaller interests of the 
fields. Prospects for a material in- 


crease in the output of the mid-conti- 
nent fields are assuming a more tan- 
gible form. Cushing is credited with 
115,000 barrels a day and the outside 
production at 235,000 barrels, making 


a total of 100,000 barrels in excess of 
the total of six months ago. The rate 
at which the sensational strike re- 


cently drilled in the Tucker sand has 
been maintaining its capacity has 
given new impetus to further test op- 
eration of the lower formation. One 
of the late Tucker sand completions 
came in at the rate of 3,000 barrels a 
day. Operations in the Stone Bluff 
district have resulted in several notable 
completions, the best strikes being 
good for 900 and 1,000 barrels. The 
daily output of the district was placed 
at 12,800 barrels. A deeper test fifteen 
miles southeast of the Cushing pool 
was reported to have shown indica- 
tions of the possibility of another rich 
development. Kansas operations are 
being pushed with intensified vigor 
and, at the present rate, it is believed 
it will be crowding Oklahoma for first 
honors. The geological reports have 
been unusually favorable and on the 
strength of them test work is being 
regulated. 

In the Gulf Coast fields the week’s 
returns have been of a much more en- 
couraging nature, 21,400 barrels of new 
daily production from 21 oil wells, as 
compared with 4,222 barrels from 15 
wells previously. A marked gain in 
new production has been due almost 
entirely to the Humble field, 16,545 bar- 
rels, as against 2,100 barrels. The daily 
output of the field holds around 50,000 
barrels, but the head of many of the 
gushing wells is said to be off. A com- 
pletion of unusual interest was a well 
at Edgerly, coming in at 2,500 barrels, 
as a result of deeper drilling to the 
3,200-foot development. This is the low- 
est that so far has been drilled in the 
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Gulf Coast fields and is expected to en- 
courage further deep sand work. 

In the Northwestern Louisiana fields 
the week’s operations have been with- 
out notable interest. A heavy loss is 
shown in mew production, 400, against 
1,185 barrels, although completions 
were increased from 17 to 19. The poor 
showing is accounted for by water re- 
strictions to Crichton operations. In 
this field there were but four comple- 
tions, two of which had an initial daily 
total of 160 barrels. 





REFINED PRODUCTS, 

Expectations in another advance in 
the local gasoline schedule were re- 
alized with the announcement of a pre- 
mium of one cent on March 3, estab- 
lishing the basis at 24c. to garages and 
26e, to consumers, as against 12@14c. 
a year ago. This marks the third ad- 
vance in local gasoline prices so far 
this year. All other naphthas shared 
in the recent appreciation, the second 
general advance since the first of the 
year, The motor fuel question has un- 
dergone no development of prospective 
relief: on the other hand, greater con- 
cern seems to be manifested over the 
means of covering the materially in- 
creased requirements during the sum- 
mer. There has been nothing new in 
the proposed Federal inquiry into the 
conditions upon which the present 
market may be justified. Our Califor- 
nia correspondent writes that a move- 
ment has been undertaken by Los An- 
geles merchants and Mayor to investi- 
gate the gasoline situation. The price 
there is 18c., which is charged to be 
unwarranted on general economic con- 
ditions. A i15c. market is declared to 
be reasonable, and the present excess 
signifies a loss to consumers of about 
$1,500,000 a year. 


The following out-of-town changes 
have been reported :— 
Boston.—Standard Oil has advanced 


wholesale price of gasoline from 24 to 
25 cents a gallon. This makes eleventh 
successive advance since last spring, 
price having risen over 92 per cent. 

Buffalo.—Gasoline was advanced 1 
cent a gallon to 23 cents, tank-wagon 
basis. 

Local export quotations have been 
unchanged since the advance of one 
cent previously noted. 

The demand for export shows no 
abatement, but the movement contin- 
ues to be restricted by the premium 
on supplies. Local clearances for the 
week were 436,305 gallons of naphtha 


and 146,675 gallons of gasoline, as 
against 294,500 and 30,295 gallons, re- 


spectively, for the former week. The 
total of all naphtha products since 
the first of the year is 11,521,565 gallons, 


comparing with 21,547,065 gallons for 
the same time last year. 

December exports of gasoline by

The market for illuminating oil has 
followed wholly routine lines during 
the week, agd with the advance of the 
season the demand shows the usual 
abatement. The bullish position of the 
high-grade crude market continues to 
reflect upon the refined product, check- 
ing any likelihool of a decline. Ex- 
port conditions have been more favor- 
able during the week, clearances 
amounting to 3,066,900 gallons, as 
against 1,278,125 gallons formerly. The 
total since the first of the year is dis- 
crediting, 36,627,670 gallons, comparing 
with 57,665,475 gallons for the same pe- 
riod last year.

In 
the Crichton district a numbe of derricks 
pave been washed away and about one-third 
of the town of Lenzburg—newest oil town 
on the map—has been washed into the Red 
River. Beyond the lots dropping into the 
river, there was not much loss of property, 
as the inhabitants all moved their shacks and 
tents off from the lots before they caved into 
the river. 

The completion of some sensational gas 
wells in February is drawing the attention of 
the trade to the Shreveport territory and also 
to an entirely new district, twelve miles 
southeast of Shreveport, in Bossier parish, 
and lying between the Red River and Lake 


Bisteneau. In this territory the Atlas Oil 
Company Jast week brought in a well on the 
Elston land, in sec. 20-16-11, that is esti- 
mated at 30,000,000 cubic feet open flow. An 
unsuccessful effort was made to ‘‘kill’’ the 
well and go deeper for oil, but it was finally 
finished as a gas well, In the Shreveport 
district the Gulf Refining Company got a 
gasser good for 25,000,000 cubic feet on the 
Querbes farm, in sec 1-17-14 There is not 
much market for natural gas, as the wells 
are all so iarge that the gas companies are 
getting their supply from only a few wells. 
The Guif Company recently contracted to 


wholesale its gas from another hole in the 
same district at 2 cents a thousand cubic 
feet. 


In drilling operations the pendulum is 
swinging back to the high-grade districts in 
Caddo parish, where there is more new work 
starting than in the southern districts in De 
Soto and Red River parishes. However, there 
has not been the revival in drilling operations 
that was anticipated at present prices of 
crude at the wells. 

There is considerable doing in the way 
overhauling old leases and cleaning out and 
working over old wells and putting them to 
pumping again. Quite a lot of new work is 


of 


etarting in the shallow-sand territory, near 
Vivian, Hosston and Lewis, where a heavy 
oll is found at around 1,000 feet. This oil 


touched the low price of 35 cents a barrel last 
year, and many of the leases were shut down, 
as they would not pay operating expenses. 
This grade of oil is now selling at 85 cents 
a barrel, and these old leases are being fitted 
up and put in operation again. In a month's 
time the dally average of Caddo heavy oil has 
increased from 1,800 to 2,160 barrels Most 
of this oil is bought by the Texas Company 
and sold to Louisiana railroads for fuel oil 
The daily average production of Northwest- 
ern Louisiana for the week ending February 
26 was 37,775 barrels, of which 22,800 barrels 
came from the southern districts and 14,975 
barrels from Caddo parish. This was an in- 
crease of 1,390 barrels in the southern dis- 
tricts and a decrease of 65 barrels in Caddo 


districts, when compared with the record of 
the previous week.

Houston,

the Gulf coast region has at last ar- 
rived. At the close of the week, ending Feb- 
ruary 26, there were 251 wells under way it 
all districts, an increase of 17 over the num- 
ber in the previous week. This increase did 
not come from any one field, but was general! 
throughout all the districts. Humble still leads 
all other districts with a total of 108 tests 
under way. There is considerable work being 
done in the nature of bringing old wells back 
by working them over or drilling them deep- 
er. At the low prices prevailing the latter 
part of 1915, many of the smaller wells dic 
not pay to operate, but with crude petroleum 
bringing from $1 to $1.15 at the wells, they 
will yield handsome profits even if they do 
not make over a barrel a day. Probably fully 
one-half of the work in the old districts is on 
old wells. At Goose Creek all old wells are 
being worked over and put on air. the pro- 
duction of this old district has practically 
been doubled within a few weeks and will 
be doubled again within the next sixty days. 

There is an era of deep drilling in most of 
the districts, but so far it has not brought 
results, unless it should prove that Burt & 
Griffith have uncovered a pay at Humble at 
about 4,550 feet. This firm pioneered the deep 
drilling at Humble, which has resulted in so 
many gushers at depths between 2,500 and 
3,200 feet. Dr. P. 8S. Griffith, of the firm, 
claims to be able to locate minerals with an 
instrument loaded with different knds of chem- 
icals for different minerals. It is claimed 
that it works on the theory of ‘‘like attracting 
like.” Burt & Griffith own 10,000 acres in 
fee at Humble and have a royalty income of 
$40,000 a month. The deep test they are now 
drilling is just east of the present gusher 
territory. A sand showing some oil and con- 
siderable s was found below 9 feet of lime 
rock at 4 & feet. The hole will be drilled 
a few feet deeper and tested for oil. Dr. 
Griffith's theory is that the Gulf coast oil 
comes from the Trenton rock formation, whieh 
he says should be found at from 5,500 feet to 
6,500 feet. He says that what is being found 
here has come up through breaks in the 
Trenton and that as soon as holes are drilled 
deep enough, an unprecedented flood of oil will

In Lincoln county, Duval district, the Way- 
Jand Oil and Gas Company's second well on the 
Austin tract on Trace Fork produces 1,500,000 
cubic feet of gas daily. 

In Lewis county, Freeman's Creek district, 
the South Penn Oil Company’s No. 7 on the 
8S. Nutter tract pumped 10 barrels, and in the 
Hacker Creek district the Central Gas Com- 
pany has a fine gas well in a test on the 
Jackson tract on Sycamore Lick Run. 

In Harrison county, Ten-Mile district, the 
Hope Gas Company's test on the Sue Jarvis 
tract on Ten-Mile Creek is a large gas pro- 
ducer. In the Clark district the Clarksburg 
Light and Heat Company drilled in a big gas 
well on their own tract on Elk Creek, 

The shooting of old wells is doing much 
toward the increasing of the oil production in 
the West Virginia fields. Some wells are only 
being cleaned out and drilled a little deeper, 
and the wells show an increase. In Monongalia 
county, on Miracle Run, the South Penn Oil 
Company cleaned out an old well on the Fox 
heirs’ tract, and increased its production from 
seven to fifteen barrels a day, and many other 
cases of the same kind meet with good results, 


Southeastern Ohio. 


The Clinton or deep sand fields of South- 
eastern-Central Ohio are attracting more at- 
tention among oil operators than for a long 


period, and much work will be done during 
the summer in the way of testing territory out- 
side the real oil belt and along the eastern 
edge of the famous gas belt, where the Berea 
sand is known to exist. There is a vast area 
of territory extending fram the Ohio River 
on the south to Lake Erie on the north that 
will be found productive in spots. The field 
may not be a comtinuous one, but the oil will 
be found in congested pools. Muskingum, 
Coshocton, Licking, Wayne, Cuyahoga, Ashta- 
bula, Medina, Lorain, Ashland and other 
counties are along this line. It looks very 
good for quite an oil fleld to the south and 
southwest of Cleveland, in Cuyahoga county, 
as a number of wells have been drilled that 
show a production varying from ten up to 
fifty barrels or better, and as the oil brings 
a slight premium over the Wooster price, it is 
well worth the drilling for. 


There is still considerable new work under 
way in the shallow sand fields in Southeastern 
Ohio, but the operators do not appear to care 
much for doing drilling outside of the defined 
limits, as many thousands of tests have been 
drilled in all directions from production and 
found worthless for either oil or gas, and many 
of them are going to the Kentucky fields, 
where shallow pay sands are also found with 
fairly good results, especially in the Irvine 
field in Estill county and the flelds of Allen 
county. 

In Washington county, Chester Hill district, 
J. T. Dillon’s No. 5 on the Norman tract is 
above the average, having pumped twenty-five 


barrels. 

In Licking county, Black Hand district, the 
Planet Oi] Company's No. 1 on the E. W. 
Kreager tract is among the good wells of the 


deep sand field of late completion, having pro- 








duced 190 barrels. Two gas wells were also 
drilled in the county. 

In Cuyahoga county, Cleveland district, four 
gas wells were drilled during the week. In 
Vinton and Wayne counties two gas wells each 
were drilled in.

past two weeks was the announcement from 
Washington that the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion had made a report on pipe Ifnme carrying 
rates and recommended to the Interstate Com, 
merce Commission a _ reduction in carrying 
rates from the mid-continent field East.

announced following the declaration that pipe 
lines were common carriers. Refining inter- 
ests in the West are unalterably opposed to a 
lower carrying rate. A reduction in pipe line 
tariffs between this field and the East prac- 
tically means the death of one of the greatest 
independent refining interests in the United 
Staes. The common carrier scheme from the 
beginning has been a serious mistake. For 
years the conservative ones have maintained 
that making pipe lines common carriers would 


not favorably affect the market or aid the in- 
dependent cause, but advocates of the propo- 
sition contended that those who were opposed 
to common carrier enactment were hirelings 
of the Standard and finally they won out and 
pipe lines were made common carriers, It has 
developed that only the largest shippers car 
possobly make use of common carrier pipe 
lines, It is necessary to have large consign- 


ments before a long distance shipment can be 
undertaken. This is practically impossible for 
small dealers and small refiners. Again, the 
small refiner in order to compete finds it neces- 





sary to pick his crude as it is impossfble for 
him to use mixed crude of varying grades in 
competition with those refiners running ex- 
clusively on high-grade crude. Thus the pipe 
line running East is serviceable chiefly tu 
Standard interests. As soon as the common 
carrier order went into effect, Standard sub- 
sidiaries rushed to the mid-continent field, 
and with their large financial ability, pur- 
chased millions of barrels of crude far un- 
der the market and shipped it by pipe line 
East. Now this is what will happen if carrier 
rates are reduced. The Standard Oil Company 
ean afford to keep the market up and buy 


large quantities of crude and ship it East at 
a low carrying rate to the utter embarrassment 
and disadvantage of the independent refiner. 
Again, it is pointed out by some that if a 
low carrying rate is established, small strug- 
gling and financially irreesponsible jitney 
plants will spring up along the trunk pipe 
lines and the big refineries of the country will 
be placed at a serious disadvantage, if not 
completely driven out of business. The diffi- 
culties surrounding refining at the present 
time are so severe that only those with large 
capital and favorably situated can compete 
and make satisfactory profits, and these gen- 
erally make extremely large profits, while the 
unfortunate are barely able to make ends meet. 
At the present time independent refineries are 
paying from 40 to 70 cents premium for Cush- 


ing crude. There isn’t the slightest doubt that 
the common carrier law is very largely re- 
sponsible for this condition. If the Federal 
Trade Commission is really desirous of aiding 


the big interests and putting a serious check 
upon the independent movement, all it needs 
to do is to carry out the plan to reduce pipe 
line carrying rates from this field to Eastern 
markets. 

Field development the past week has shown 
very little change. The production of Cushing 
is about 150,000 barrels a day, and the 
production outside of Cushing about 235,000 


barrels a day, or a total of 350,000 barrels a 
day.

The established fields continue to yield good 
producers, with increased activity shown as 
the weather moderates and prices continue 
firm Operations in the shallow-sand areas 
continue to furnish the principal results, with 
Estill county leading in completed work, Ex- 
tension of the Ravinna pool northward is a 
feature of late operations, several good strikes 
having been made considerably ahead of the 
productive area as already defined. Of five 
new completions the best showed up for fifty 
barrels, this being the best completion re- 
turned for several weeks. Four strikes of 
tive to ten barrels’ capacity were in the 
week’s showing.

CALIFORNIA OIL FIELDS. 
Los Angeles, Cal., Feb. 27, 1916. 


Exceptional activity in field operations was 
shown in the northern fields of California. 
This condition was expected, however, as the 
new work had a big setback when the north- 
ern districts were razed by the big wind- 
storms. Sixteen new wells were reported to 
be started drilling during the week ending 
February 19. 


Union Oil Company Disruption. 


The chief reason for the Union Oil Company 
being excluded from the Pan-American Pe- 
troleum Company merger, for the present, at 
least, is becoming more apparent every day. 
Without doubt, the harmony among directors 
in the company was very little, if there was 
any. Internal dissensions were rife, probably 
many of which the public at large knew noth- 
ing about, at the time the merger was contem- 
plated. 

By the agitation of J. Garrigules, a Stock- 
holders’ Protective Association has been or- 
ganized within the company composed of 
stockholders who are unsatisfied with the con- 
trol of the company at present. As is known, 
the Union's control is held by two holding 
companies, the United Petroleum Company and 
the Union Provident Company; both are rated 
at about $10,000,000 and $15,000,000 companies, 
respectively, and a majority of the stock in 
these two companies is held by the Stewart in- 
terests. As a matter of fact, the actual Union 
Oil Company stock held by the Stewarts is 
but one-eighth of the total, but at the same 
time, they hold full control by means of the 
holding companies, The Union is- rated as a 
$50,000,000 corporation. ° 

Actual war on the Stewart interests was 
started last week legally, when a suit was 
filed in which the court is asked to enjoin 
forever the defendants from carrying out the 
alleged plan of the Stewart family to control 
the affairs of the Union Oil Company by means 
of holding companies. It is also sought to 
require the Union Provident Company and the 
United Betroleum Company to assign and de- 
liver to the plaintiffs stock of the Union Oil 
Company equivalent to their holdings in the 
other two corporations. The Stewart family 
is charged in the voluminous complaint with 
issuing false and misleading reports concern- 
ing the affairs of the company, and it is al- 
leged the company’s balance sheet showed a 
difference of $7,000, as compared with a re- 
port prepared by an audit company. 

The Stewart family, it is charged, had in 
view the organization of a third holding com- 
pany, the effect being to permit them to re- 
duce their holding of the Union Oi stock to 
one-sixteenth of the total number of shares 
outstanding and yet remain controller of its 
affairs. Negotiations for the sale of the Stew- 
art holdings halted this plan, the complaint 
states, and it is added the negotiations have 
failed. 

All indications point to litigation, which will 
make history in the local courts. Precedents 
probably will be established that will shape 
the future policies of many great industrial 
corporations. The ultimate decision in this 

_case, it is predicted, will prove a “hill of 
rights’’ for future stockholders in big corpora- 
tions. The suit, no doubt, will make clear 
with no room for further question what claim 
the holding company may have to the compa- 
nies it controls. 


Advance in Price of Crude. 


The Standard Oil Company announced an- 
other advance of 5 cents on all grades of oil 
in the San Joaquin Valley and Fullerton-Whit- 
tier fields. No change, however, was made in 
the Ventura County fields, 

The chief contributing force to the higher 
prices now prevailing for crude oil is given as 
the lack of development on unpatented lands in 
the Midway-Sunset field. Of the decline in 
production in 1915 of 13,000,000 add barrels, 
practically 11,000,000 barrels occurred in the 
Midway-Sunset field. There is a large unpat- 
ented acreage in this field which the operator 
hesitates to develop under present conditions. 
The attitude of the government has discouraged 
the operator and made him uncertain of his 
rights. There are many cases of unpatented 
lands which were developed prior to the with- 
drawal order of September 27, 1909, and upon 
which production existed before the date men- 
tioned that have not gone to patent, owing to 
technicalities raised by the government. Under 
these conditions the producer will not develop, 
and the present tendency of higher prices for 
crude oil necessarily finds expression in higher 
prices for fuel oil, gasoline and other products 
to the consumer, 


Gasoline Market Charged as Ficti- 
tious. 


The steady advance in the price of gasoline, 
now quoted at 18 cents per gallon, and pros- 
pects of still further advances, have created a

stir on the part of the consumers, who ap- 
parently have organized an attack on the mar- 
keters of the liquid fuel, A conference of 
some of the prominent merchants with Mayor 
Sebestian, of Los Angeles, was held last week, 
at which time a resolution was adopted in 
which claims were made that the present rate 
was extortionate and was not based upon the 
natural economic laws of supply and demand. 
The resolution urged the Governor of Cali- 
fornia to initiate immediately an official in- 
quiry for the purpose of determining whether 
or not the present price of gasoline was justi- 
fied or extortionate, By a probe of present 
conditions and by consultation with some of the 
more prominent independent marketers, the 
conference claims that the marketers could 
make a handsome profit with the price of 
gasoline at 15 cents per gallon. Statistics have 
been presented that the loss by the public in 
a year, should the present price continue, 
would be approximately $1,500,000, figuring 15 
cents as the normal price per gallon 

The conference apparently passed over the 
fact that for over a year the price of gasoline 
in the State of California was, close to 11 
cents per gallon. While this condition existed 
there were no probes, no conferences and reso- 
lutions, the consumers being well content to 
permit the loss of the same figure they quoted 
to fall upon the manufacturers alone, many in 
the Coalinga district thereby becoming bank- 
rupt. The manufacturers and marketers at 
present have not taken up the fight. They 
seem to be within their rights. A probe would 
nly mean legal assent to their policy.

New Work. 


The reaction from the setback in new work 
occasioned by the storms that laid hundreds 
of derricks low in the Valley section is at 
present taking place as indicated by the last 
report of the California State Mining Bureau. 
The largest number of new wells reported in 
a single week is shown by the report. A big 
majority of these are in the sections hit by 
the storm. Seven are reported from the Mid- 
way field and four in the Lost Hills, which 
has previously reported much new work. The 
others are at Coalinga, Kern River, Olinda and 
Bardsdale. 

The company doing the most new work at 
present is the Southern Pacific acting through 
the Kern Trading and Oil Company and the 
Associated. This company is responsible for 
ten of the sixteen new wells reported. The 
General Petroleum for the first time in quite 
a period shows promise of new development 
work, starting four new wells. The number 
of wells reported for deepening or redrilling 
and the number of tests of water shut off is 
normal.

Miscellaneous Notes. 


Well No. 28, of Brea Canyon Oil Company, 
operating six miles north of Fullerton, has 
settled down to flowing about 400 barrels of 
oil per day and is still producing about 3,000, - 
000 cubic feet of gas per day. The oil has 
been analyzed, and it is declared there are 
traces of paraffine, which might point to the 
base as being paraffine. There are many oil 
localities in California where the paraffine is 
discovered on the rods and working barrels. 
Although the base for practically all of the 
oil in California is registered ag being asphalt, 
many cases would point to the base being 
paraffine. 

Two new companies recently started opera- 
tions*in the Fullerton-Brea Canyon district, 
the Copa De Oro and the Gold Seal companies. 
Each have erected a rig and will begin drill- 
ing about March 15. 

The Union Oil Company is active in the 
Whittier-Fullerton field. On the Graham & 
Loftus lease No. 8 is being drilled with 
rotary. Nos. 35, 36, 37 and 38 are being 
drilled with cable tools, and the timber is on 
the ground for No. 40. On the Hole lease, 
south of Brea, the Union Qil Company is busy 
developing the property. Last week hole No. 
6 was completed, which is now doing about 
600 barrels per day. 

Coyote well No. 2 of the Standard has been 
put on the beam, and is producing about 40 
barrels daily. No. 7 is now in oil sand and 
is showing good. 


WYOMING OIL FIELDS. 
Casper, Wyo., March 1, 1916. 


There has been a big deal made in the 
Big Horn Basin oil field that means much 
for the future development of the northwest- 
ern part of Wyoming. The Greybull Refining 
Company, owning a refinery at Greybull, 
Wyo., with a capital of $12,000,000, has 
taken over the entire holdings of the Big 
Horn Oil and Gas Company, with numerous 
wells in the Torchlight, Greybull, Elk Basin 
and Grass Creek oil fields. The refining 
plant will be enlarged so that it will have 
a capacity of about 10,000 barrels a day, 
and work has already been started on the 
work. A fine office building is under con- 
struction and the plant will be one of the 
ideal plants of the West. The oil from the 
Grass Creek field is run through a line from 
that fleld to Cheatam station on the Bur- 
lington Railroad where it is loaded on tank 
ears and shipped to the refinery at Greybull. 
The oil from the Elk Basin field is shipped 
by pipe line to Frannie and thence over the 
Burlington by tank cars to the plant at 
Greybull, 

Warmer weather is being experienced in 


the field and many rigs have started work- 
ing in the Big Horn Basin country. About 
four miles north of Greybull Shaw & Son 
have Started a wildcat well and also is con- 
tracting for some wells for the Champion 
Oil Company, and others. The well now 
drilling located north of Greybull is owned 
by the Bankinson Oil Company and will be 
pushed to completion. If oil ig founda it will 
mean much for that end of the field. The 
Fiat Oil Company, a Washington concern, 
has started work on a test well four miles 
east of Greybull, upon a dome pointed out 
in the government survey of that field, 
The Greybull Refining Company is install- 
ing two 55,000-barrel storage tanks at the 
refinery and will fill them with oil as rap- 
idly as the pipe lines can carry the oil to 
them. 


Mexican Oil Development Boom, 

Tampico, Mexico, Feb. 25, 1916. 
More than two thousand Americans are now 
in Tampico, and probably an additional thou- 
sand are in the different oil flelds of this 
region, Oil development activities are being 
resumed on ai enormous scale. Particular 
attention is being devoted to the construction 
of new tankage for storing the oil and in 
laying plpe lines for its transportation to the 
refineries and steamship loading racks at Tam- 
pico. Many new drilling outfits have been 
brought in during the last few weeks and 


they are being sent into the proved fields as 
well as to different parts of ‘‘wildcat’’ terri- 
tory, The belief is gaining ground on the 
part of the expert oil men here that this entire 
coastal region is underlaid with oil and that 
all that is required to bring it to the surface 
in enormous quantities is putting the well 
down to proper depth and the exercise of care 
in drilling the hole. 

Nearly a year ago the Huasteca Petroleum 
Company, subsidiary of the Mexican Petroleum 
Company, which is owned by E, L. Doheny, 
of Los Angeles, Cal., and associates, drilled 
five wells in the Cerro Azul field, and it was 
announced at the time of their bringing in 
that they gave promise of large production. 
Lack of pipe line, storage and marketing facil- 
ities caused the company to cap all of the 
wells. Recently one of these wells was un- 
capped, and there immediately shot forth a 
giant column of oil that gave a measured flow 
of 104,000 barrels per day. The seething. 
roaring monster threatened to break its narrow 
bounds and to run wild. An earthen reservoir 
was hastily constructed, and into this a part 
of the flow was diverted. It took the com- 
bined efforts of a large force of men and an 
equipment of machinery to again place a cap 
upon the well. Before it was brought under 
control it spouted more than 800,000 barrels 
of oil. 

It is claimed that the other four wells of 
the Huasteca Petroleum Company in the Cerro 
Azul field are capable of each giving an out- 
put as large as that of the well that was re- 
cently opened. 

What is said to be one of the largest revenue 
producing oil wells in the world is that of the 
Huasteca Petroleum Company, situated in the 
Juan Cassiana field. It has a record of a 
tetal production of about fifty million barrels 
of the fluid and it is keeping up its gait at the 
rate of more than seventy thousand barrels a 
day. 

The Mexican Eagle Petroleum Company has 
enlarged its development operations in_ the 
Potrero del Liano field, and it expects to have 
a large group of wells of enormous production 
in that section within the next few months,

Whether the general level of prices for re- 
fined products would be reduced thereby 
would depend chiefly on the prices of crude 
oil, which, under conditions of free competi- 
tion, would be determined by supply and de- 
mand. Competition, however, would be pro- 
moted thereby, and it would naturally be ex- 
pected that prices would be made more even 
and equitable not only as respects the crude 
oil prices in the mid-continent and Appa- 
lachian fields, but also as respects the prices 
of the refined products in different parts of 
the country, 

The foregoing 
its character, is based upon statements 
contained in the report to the Senate on 
resolutions introduced by Senators Owen 
and Gore, of Oklahoma, as a part of in- 
vestigation into general pipe line condi- 
tions, as participated in by the Federal 
Trades Commission in conjunction with 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
whose report on the subject recently was 
made public. Members of the commis- 
sion say that this question of lower pipe 
line rates, and a reduction of the mini- 
mum yuantities of oil to be taken by 
pipe line in the mid-continent field for 
shipment, constitute the most significant 
and important propositions contained in 
the report.

tinize the basis of these propositions as 
they are laid .down in the report to as- 
certain upon what points, general or 
specific, the Federal Trades Commission 
bases the proposition that transportation 
rates by pipe line should be cheaper and 








reasonable minimum shipments estab- 
lished. 

As a general proposition the sugges- 
tions in the report on these points are 
based upon, first, the tariff rates for 
shipments by pipe lime out of the mid- 
continent field; second, the actual cost 
of pipe line transportation of oil as 


shown by the books of the shipping com- 
panies; and, third, the addition of an 
arbitrary 6 per cent. allowance on the 
investments of the companies on which 
earnings must be taken. For example, 
out of the Cushing pool a shipment is 
taken for a distance of U7 miles to 
Neodesha, Kan., on which the actual 
cost of transportation by trunk line is 
given at 2.6 cents per barrel; the cost 
per barrel of gathering lines 3.99 cents, 
making a tocal of 6.63. In another table 
the commission adds 6 per cent. of the 
total investment of the shipping com- 
pany, making a total of 7.74 cents. In 
another table showing the tariff rates 
exacted in pipe line shipments over this 
same distance of 117 miles the rate is 
quoted in the tariff, filed in the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, at 20 cents 
per barrel. In other words, the proposi- 
tion is laid down in these tables that the 
combined trunk line and gathering line 
tariff rate is 32 cents per barrel. In an- 
other table discussing railroad rates in 
comparison with the trunk line rate, the 
railroad rate is given for the same dis- 
tance and the same character of ship- 
ment at 31 cents per barrel. In other 
words, the pipe line tariff rate is given 
at 20 cents; the railroad tariff at 31 cents, 


independent of the question of the gath- 
ering line rates. 
Perhaps the foregoing serves to show 


what is in the minds of the investigators 
of the Federal Trades Commission when 
they say that. pipe line rates should be 
lower. They do not say how much low- 
er, they say that is a question for the 
Interstate Commerce Commission having 
jurisdiction over pipe lime interstate car- 
riers, and the Federal Trades Commis- 
sion leaves it for anybody to determine 
from the record whether pipe line rates 
should be lower. 

It is admitted in Federal Trade Com- 
mission quarters that the question as to 
what pipe line rates should be takes into 
consideration many propositions, includ- 
ing the cost of the plants, depreciation 
and the risk of the investment. As to 
the last proposition evidently they do 
not think that the risk is greater than 
in some lines of industry like manufac- 
turing, for they produce in One part of 
the report a series of statements show- 
ing the probability that the oil produc- 
tion in the mid-continent field will not 
fail for some years to come. 

It is significant, also, in this connec- 
tion to call attention to another table in 
the report in which profits on invest- 
ments are discussed. Taking all of the 
companies, it is shown that the rate of 
earnings on net investment in 1911 was 
approximately 12.59 per cent.; in 1912, 
23.57 per cent., and in 1913, 20.44 per cent. 
The average for the period is 19.33 per 
cent. for all the companies. It is im- 
portant to note in this connection that 
the Oklahoma Pipe Line Company is the 
only one of the companies doing ex- 
clusively a pipe line transportation busi- 


ness. Its average earnings for the three- 
year period is given at 14.77 per cent., 
and in 1912 the figures were as low as 


9.08 per cent. The Texas Company showed 
average rate of earnings on its entire 
business, including producing, transport- 
ing, refining, ete., for the three-year pe- 
riod of 1912, 19158 and 1914, of 11.71 per 
eent. Bearing in mind these two com- 
paratively low earning percentages and 
the fact that the Gulf Refining Company 
is quoted with an average for two years 
only of 49.79 per cent., which naturally 
contributes materially to raising the 
average for all the companies during the 
three years only, as a basis upon which 
to estimate whether the actual earnings 
of some of these companies at least jus-

tify the general proposition advanced in 
the report as to the desirabiliy of ma- 
terial reductions in pipe line rates of 
transportation. It is to be borne in 
mind in connection with the various fig- 
ures given in the report of the commis- 
sion, that this estimate of earnings from 
trunk line transportation is based upon 
the proposition that all oil transported 


through their pipe line was charged the 
full tariff rate. As a matter of fact, it is 
shown that where the pipe line conveyed 
the oil of the owning company to its 
own refineries no charge was made for 
such transportation, 

It thus will be seen 
the proposition for reduced pipe line 
rates the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, if confronted with that proposition, 
would be called upon to obtain from the

pipe line owners, as well as from the 
shippers, material facts with respect to 
actual pipe line transportation, including 


cost of plants, depreciation, risks, ete. 
The proposition as to reduced minimum 
requirements for shipments is a little 
more specific in the report. It is shown 
that some of the companies require a 
minimum of 100,000 barrels, others as low 
as 25,000 barrels, and one large company 


requires ‘‘reasonable quantities.”” The 
Federal Trades Commission ‘ concluded 
that it being impossible for small inde- 


pendent companies to establish pipe lines 
that lower minimum quantities should 
be accepted and make the _ statement 
that the burden of proof is upon the pipe 
line operators to show that there are 
technical or commercial risks for declin- 
ing to accept oil in comparatively small 
shipments.

Pipe Line Investment Security. 


The large fixed investment in pipe lines, 
shown by the books of the companies, 
sponds closely with the actual 
cost of such property. The net 
(after deducting depreciation) in the pipe 
line property of the five large interstate sy 
tems operating in the mid-continent field was 
$43,857,000 in 1913. Although the increase in

capacities have followed the development in

production The great productivity 
of the 


mid-continent oil field during the last 
ten years, the extensive proven area of this 
field, and the conservative pipe-line building 
policy of the large companies have rendered 
their investments comparatively secure. The 
oil-producing territory In Kansas and North- 
eastern Oklahoma alone covers an area of 
about 175 miles from north to south and 75 
miles from east to west, and includes more 
than 150 producing pools, and new pools are 
being opened up every year. Although par- 
ticular wells, and even particular pools, are 
often quickly exhausted, experience has shown 
that this is not true of a large oil field as a 
whole, A number of large oil fields have 
been developed in the United States and in 
foreign countries and most of these fields 
have either been operated with a large pro- 
duction for several decades, or have not yet 
apparently reached their maximum produc- 
tion While some of them are not producing 
the maximum quantity at the present time, 
all of them are still large producers. Fur- 
thermore, it is evident that the pipe-line com- 
panies in the mid-continent fleld anticipate 
a large production over a considerable period 
of time because the average depreciation 
charge which they make against their gross 
investment is less than 5 per cent, per annum, 

From the cost sheets the commission 
is induced to make the following state- 
ment relative to the low cost of pipe 
line transportation :— 


Pipe line transportation is the most economi- 
cal means of shipping crude oil. In the mid- 
continent field the local gathering cost, 1. e., 
the cost of piping the oil from the wells to the 
trunk pipe line generally ranges from 3 to 5% 
cents per barrel. The cost of main or trunk 
line transportation depends largely, of course, 
on the length of the line, but the aggregate 
volume of the shipments is a factor of vital 
importance. Oi] was piped from the Cushing 
pool in Oklahoma to the vicinity of Chicago— 
a distance of nearly 700 miles—at a cost of 
about 11 cents per barrel (including deprecia- 











tion). From the same pool to the Gulf of 
Mexico—a distance of nearly 500 miles—the 
lowest cost of any company was about 16 


cents per barrel.

In comparing costs of pipe line transporta- 
tion and pipe line rates it is desirable to show 
not only what the operating cost is for such 
service, but also what such cost plus a fair 
return on the investment would amount to, 
because the investment involved is an impor- 
tant factor in the consideration of rates. Tak- 
ing for illustration only trunk line transporta- 
tion, a few typical cases may be cited here. 
The trunk line tariff rate from the Cushing 
pool in Oklahoma to Whiting, Ind., in the 
vicinity of Chicago, is 42 cents per barrel of oil, 
the trunk line cost of transportation (including 
depreciation) was, as already stated, about 11 
cents, and this cost plus 6 per cent. interest 
on net investment was about 14% cents to 
Griffith, Ind. (11 miles from Whiting). For 
one of the lines to Port Arthur on the Guif 
of Mexico the trunk line tariff rate was 40

Apart from the rates imposed by the pipe 
line companies, the conditions made regarding 
the minimum quantity of oil which will be ac- 
cepted for a shipment are such that the small 
oil producer or refiner is virtually precluded 
from using this method of transportation. The 
Prairie Pipe Line Company (Standard) makes 
the minimum shipment 100,000 barrels; certain 
other pipe line concerns require at least 25,000 
barrels. It is evident, therefore, that a min- 
not

imum requirement of 100,000 barrels is 

necessary. But a minimum requirement of 
25,000 barrels would appear to be excessive. 
The oil is usually accepted for shipment, not 
with the obligation to deliver the identical oil 
shipped, but merely the same quantity minus 
a small percentage for loss in transit. A pipe 


line company in receiving oil in its pipe line 
for its own account is regularly taking the oil 
in comparatively small quantities from the 
settling tanks of producers, which generally 
have a capacity of from 250 to 500 barrels, 
directly into the pipe line system, while its 
trunk lines are ordinarily pumping it contin- 
uously. Furthermore, the pipe lines are mak- 
ing deliveries of oil at different stations in 
small quantities which frequently do not ex- 
ceed 500 barrels. Provided No greater quan- 
tities were being offered than the pipe line 
could handle, it would appear that the burden 
of proof is on the pipe line company to show 


whether there is any technical or commercial 
reason for refusing to handle such compara- 
tively smal] shipments where the delivery of 
the specific oil shipment is not obligatory. The 


really difficult problem for pipe lines acting as 
common carriers would appear to arise when 
the shipments offered exceed the capacity of 
the line, and in that case some equitable rule 
would have to be determined for apportioning 
shipments. In making such apportionment it 
is obvious that no preference should be given 
to the oil belonging to the pipe line company 
or to concerns affiliated with it. As many re- 
fineries use less than 200,000 barrels of crude 
oil annually, it is evident that high minimum 
shipment requirements, such as those noted 
above, may alone often prevent the utilization 
of pipe lines as common carriers. 

After showing that independent com- 
panies cannot use the railroads in com- 
petition with pipe line transportation, 
illustrations are given in line with what 
is referred to above, the following state- 


ment is made by the commisison as to 
pipe line rates being a large factor in 
prices:— 


Another important consideration in the prob- 
lam of pipe line transportation is that the pipe 
line tariff rates are an important factor in de- 
livered prices. Thus, the posted prices of 
ordinary mid-continent crude oil during the 
year 1915 ranged from 40 cents to $1.20 per 
barrel: at the wells. To the near-by refinery 
at Neodesha, Kan., the pipe line rate was 20 
cents, or from 16% to 50 per cent. of the price 
at the wells during 1915, but to Whiting it was 
42 cents, or from 30 to 100 per cent. of these 
prices, and New York it was 79 cents, or 
from 58 to 175 per cent. Where the transpor- 
tation charges form such large proportions of 
the delivered price of a product an excessive 
rate ig of much more serious consequence than 
where it is a small percentage, no matter how 
unreasonable it may be.

Results of Experiments. 


The results of the experiments conduct- 
ed are given in tables 5, 6, 7, 8 and 9. 
Because of the great variety of data pre- 
sented, the results for each individual oil 
have been incorporated in separate ta- 
bles, 

Most attention was given the three 
United States oils, namely, a Pennsyl- 
vania refined burning oil, representing 
the paraffine oils of the Appalachian oil 
fields, an Oklahoma fuel oil, representing 
the mixed-base oils of the mid-continent 
field, and a Kern River crude oil, typify- 
ing the oils of asphaltic base obtained 


from California. Sufficient data were ob- 
tained for the Mexican and Russian oils 
to show that in spite of differences in 
physical properties and chemical consti- 
tution results of the same general char- 
acter could be obtained as with petro- 
leum from the United States. All of the 
oils tested were suitable tor experimental 
purposes by reason of their freedom from 
low-boiling hydrocarbons. 

The data reported here are only those 
that were generally available for all the 
oils used, and consequently do not show 
the entire range of temperatures and 
pressures embraced by the experiments, 
although they cover a wide range and 
embrace the conditions of commercial im- 
portance ‘n the cracking reaction. Lower 
temperatures than those shown will not 
produce a decomposition rapid enough to 
be commercially feasible, whereas the 
extreme high temperatures produced a 
maximum of ultimate end products, 
namely, carbon and fixed gases. The 
range of pressures used was as great as 
can be managed in an apparatus of or- 
dinary construction, in conjunction with 
high temperatures, whether in small or 
large scale operations. Table 5 follows:—

A wild flurry in glycerine, created by 
the recent imposition by the British 
Government of an absolute embargo 
upon shipments of palm oil, which 
would otherwise have been employed 
extensively by American distillers in 
making crude grades of glycerine, has 
constituted the principal feature of the 
wholesale drug market within the week. 
There have also been sharp advances in 
ethyl, methyl and denatured alcohol and 
cocaine, due to a greatly augmented ex- 
pert demand for these commodities, and 
material additional uplifts in the prices 
named for such coal tar medicinal deriv- 
atives, as acetanilid and acetphenetidin, 
and for bicarbonate of potash, caffeine 
alkaloid, Russian cantharides, cocoa 
butter, Norwegian codliver oil, cou- 
marin, beechwood creosote, crude fusel 
oil, Haarlem oil and magnesium car- 
bonate, as well as in numerous botan- 
ical drugs, spices and essential oils. At 
least one noteworthy price movement in 
a downward direction has occurred, 
however, through the offering of hy- 
drogen peroxide by one domestic manu- 
facturer at considerably lower figures, 
following the receipt of more liberal 
supplies of barium dioxide. 

Some concessions have also been 
made in the figures asked for carbolic 
and pyrogallic acids, balsam Peru, 
peach kernel oil, cannabis indica, ele- 
campane, scammony resin, and false 
unicorn or helonias roots, synthetic 
wintergreen oil and savory, thyme and 
Greek sage leaves. 

Besides the advances 
there have also been upward 
ments in Oregon fir balsam, cascara 
sagrada, cinchona and crushed soap 
bark, bitter almond oil, amber oil, both 
crude and rectified; juniper wood oil, 
distilled mace oil, mustard oil, both nat- 
ural and artificial; nutmeg oil, Roman 
or Belgian chamomile flowers, Valencia 
or Spanish saffron flowers, gum asafoet- 
ida, gum olibanum, gum senegal, gum 
tragacanth, corn silk, lobelia herb, pen- 
nyroyal, American peppermint leaves, 
German marjoram, stramonium leaves, 
German aconite, colombo, gentian, white 
hellebore, true pink, high dried and clip- 
ping rhubarb and yellow dock roots, 
South American and Dutch canary, 
caraway, natural coriander, foenugreek, 
yellow English and Dutch mustard and 
Dutch and Turkish poppy seed.

Takings for ex- 
port have continued fairly heavy, how- 
ever, and a moderate volume of business 
has been transacted. New York im- 
porters and other handlers have con- 
tinued to hold their prices firmly on a 
basis of $11.50 per pound for druggists’ 
quality in cases, and at $13 for both 
powdered and granular grades. Advices 
from Salonika state that the total quan- 
tity of crude opium invoiced for the 
United States at that port in 1915 was 
only 50,056 pounds, valued at $268,229, 


as compared with 161,849 pounds, valued 
at $873,907, in 1914. 7 


MORPHINE. 


A fair demand has been reported for 
export, but domestic consumers have 
taken only small quantities of this de- 
rivative within the interval. American 
manufacturers are still offering their 
output on a bulk basis of $5.50 per ounce 
for the muriate and sulphate, in five- 
ounce cans, and at $6.95 for the acetate 
and alkaloid descriptions, in lots of 
twenty-five ounces, in one delivery, in 
both instances, 

CODEINE. 

Domestic makers have continued to 
quote their output on a bulk basis of 
$7.50 per ounce for the nitrate and 
muriate forms, and at $8.50 for the alka- 
loid variety, in one-ounce vials, in lots 
of ten ounces, in one delivery.

Despite reports of a material” im- 


provement in the volume of cinchona 
bark shipments from Java to Europe 
during the first month of this year, 
American salts makers are still suf- 
fering from a shortage in this bark 
and are therefore unable to expand 
their output as they had hoped to do. 
In view of the difficulties which they 
are still experiencing in obtaining the 
bark in adequate quantities, these do- 
mestic salts ‘manufacturers are con- 
tinuing to hold their output strongly 
on a bulk basis of 75c. per ounce in 
100-ounce lots for the sulphate.

table oils, consigned to the United 
States, appears to have been the signal 
for a sensational soaring of prices for 
all descriptions of this article. Some 
distillers now decline to consider any 
offers under 60c. for the dynamite and 
chemically pure descriptions, but, on the 
other hand, one large Western distiller 
has neglected to date to raise its quo- 
tation for the chemically pure grade 
from the basis of 50c. in drums, to which 
it recently lowered its asking figure, 
when it appeared probable that more 
liberal supplies of the crude grades 
would soon be available. In the present 
state of confusion and excitement, it is 
well nigh impossible to venture quota- 
tions on the crude grades, but the fol- 
lowing may be said on the subject of 
prices named for the chemically pure 
and dynamite grades. One Western dis- 
tiller is offering C. P. at 53c., while most 
Eastern refiners are asking 54c., and 
even 55c., for this grade in drums. 
Dynamité, which was sold early in the 
week, in the East, at 50c., 51c., and 52c., 
is now being held in most quarters at 
53c., 54c., 55¢c., and even at 56c., while a 
few distillers are refusing to part with 
their stocks of this grade at less than 
60c. 


Our Chicago correspondent has ad- 
vised us as follows on the condition of 
the Western markets:— 


Chicago, March 2, 1916. 

The glycerine market here was much stronger 
this week. Dynamite glycerine advanced to 
50c, carload lots, drums included, with a fair 
volume of trading at that figure. Sellers have 
been asking 51@52c., but buyers refuse to go 
above 50c., and many are bidding only 45@ 
47c. There was one sale of a small lot of 
dynamite here a few days ago at 45@47c., and 
on the other hand, one small lot was sold 
this week at 52c. Large interests decline to 
consider anything under 50c. for the refined ar- 
ticle, while the buyers are mostly holding off 
for a lower figure. ‘There is a firmer feeling 
in the market, however, and brokers generally 
believe prices touched their lowest level when 
they got down around the 45c. mark, and that 
they will not get down close to that figure 
again in the immediate future. In fact, further 
advances are looked for, although nothing in 
the way of pyrotechnics is expected 


OIL PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER 


The question of supply is an important one, 
and one of somewhat puzzling aspect. Big 
makers of dynamite are sold far ahead. Pro- 
duction is normal, but the fact that today 
dynamite glycerine is sold at 50c., while a 
year ago it was held at around 20c. indicates 
that the commodity is none too plentiful. 
Many little soapmakers have sold dynamite 
glycerine at a low price, contracting often for 
a year ahead, but when the price went up to 
60c, they dropped out of the game because 
they found it a losing proposition. This was 
a sizable element in the reduction of supplies 
and helped make for a firmer market. 

Crude glycerine dealers, on hearing of the 
rise in refined, promptly advanced their prices, 
and their views, according to leading brokers, 
were out of all proportion to the merits of the 
situation. The result was a lack of trading. 
The makers of crude pushed their price on 
saponification 45c., carloads, drums included, 
and demanded 40c, for soaplye, carloads, drums 
included These advances over quotations of 
the previous week were too much and buyers 
refused to consider them, Finally the figures 
were brought down to 35c, for soaplye and 
40c. for saponification, at which prices several 
carloads changed hands, These prices were 
for material in drums, f. o. b. shipping point; 
as high as 38%c. was bid for soaplye. Offer- 
ings were not numerous,

Chemically pure ctyeerine is being held at 
52%4c., carloads, in drums, but no sales of con- 
sequence have been reported at that figure, In 
eans the asking price is about 5lc. Sales were 
reported at the end of the previous week at 
50c., carloads, in drums. 


Our correspondent in Paris has ad- 
vised us as follows:— 

Paris, Feb. 18, 1016. 

The market here has continued firm within 
the interval and some lots of saponification 
glycerine on spot and for nearby delivery have 
been sold within the range of 180 to 185 francs 
per 100 kilos, naked, and today sellers are 
less inclined to accept new contracts. Some 
of the sellers are holding out for 200 francs and 
assert their willingness to wait until the ob- 
tain that figure. 

Soaplye glycerine is still sought for at 160 
to 162.50 francs per 100 kilos naked, but there 
are no sellers at less than 165 francs, which 
has not been paid to date.

FUSEL OIL.—As the demand for this 
article continues very active, while the 
domestic output is proving insufficient 
for all requirements, prices are being 
steadily advanced by the American dis- 
tillers who are still in control of the 
market. Crude oil is now generally be- 
ing very firmly maintained at $3.80@4, 
as to amylic alcohol content, at the dis- 
tilleries, while refined continues to be 
strongly held at $5@5.50, and amyl ace- 
tate at $4.50@5. 

HAARLEM OIL.—Latest advices 
from Holland tell of increasing diffi- 
culties attendant upon making ship- 
ments of this commodity as well as of 
steadily augmented ocean freight rates 
and other costs of transportation and 
New York importers and other han- 
dlers of this article are now holding 
their prices much higher than a week 
ago, an inside figure of $2.25 having 
given way to one of $2.35, while $2.75 
is being asked for one brand. 

HYDROGEN PEROXIDE.—With the 
recent furnishing of some relief from 
the hitherto annoying shortage of 
barium binoxide, domestic manufac- 
turers of this finished product have 
taken easier views of the situation and 
are now offering their output in most 
instances at lowered figures. One well- 
known make thas lowered the quota- 
tion of its output to the extent of 
75c. and is now quoting at $7.25 per 
gross bottles in the four-ounce size, 
$9 in the six-ounce size, $11.50 in the 


eight-ounce size, $17 in the twelve- 
ounce size and $21 in the sixteen- 
ounce size. 


MAGNESIA CARBONATE.—A grow- 
ing scarcity of this material has 
brought about an advance of two cents 
in the prices asked therefor to 16@17c. 
in cases, 6%@10c. for powdered and 35 
@45c. for calcined. 

MENTHOL.—While most local im- 
porters of this Japanese product con- 
tinue to quote their spot stocks on a 
basis of $3.25@3.50 in cases, it is pos- 
sible to obtain a few cases at a figure 
even below the inside price in some 
quarters. 

MYRBANE OIL.—With a further re- 
duction of spot stocks, which has been 
without commensurate replenishment, 
local handlers of this coal-tar deriva- 
tive have raised their prices 2c. fur- 
ther to 33@35c. 

NITRATE OF SILVER.—A further 
slight reduction in prices has occurred 
of late, in consequence of a further 
lowering of the cost of bar silver, do- 


mestic producers’ prices being now 
37%c. in 500 to 1,000-ounce lots, 36%c. 


in 100-ounce lots and 37%c. in smaller 
quantities down to a single ounce. 

NUX VOMICA.—As supplies here 
have been reduced still further, while 
the cost of importtion has been 
raised, the whole goods have been 
marked up to a minimum of Tiéc., 
while up to 8c. is being asked in some 
quarters. Powdered goods are still be- 
ing held very strongly at 10@12c. 


POTASH.—Bicarbonate has been 
raised 30c. further to $1.40, but the 
other preparations of potash in the 
medicinal group have been left un- 


changed, although still very scarce, as 
the demand ha§ slackened of late. 
QUICKSILVER.—With recent small 
arrivals of this liquid metal in the 
East, some relief has been afforded 
from the shortage which hitherto pre- 
vailed, but local handlers have not yet 
reduced their prices as much as con- 
sumers desire and, within the last few 
days, a slight stiffening has occurred. 


At present, manufacturers’ agents 
and other handlers are asking $260@ 
275 per flask for the metal in flask 


lots. Latest arrivals have included 135 
flasks. 

RUSSIAN WHITE PARAFFINE 
OIL.—Some offers of this article are 


new being made at $2.50@3 for the 
medicinal variety. 
SANTONINE.—Although New York 


handlers of this article have continued 
to hold their prices at $38@40 for the 
crystals in bulk, and at $39@41 for the 
powdered description, one out-of-town 
house has raised its quotation to a 
minimum of $40. 


SODA.—Salicylate is in greatly re- 


duced supply and is being very firmly 
held at $4.25@4.35. Other soda prep- 
arations in the medicinal group, while 
very strongly held, are without quotable 
change. 

STRYCHNINE.—A further advance 
of 10c. has occurred in the prices asked 
for this article, in consequence of a 
growing scarcity of nux vomica and 
other ingredients, and the revised quo- 
tations of the manufacturers are 90c. 
per ounce for the sulphate, in both 
crystal and powdered forms, 93c. for the 
alkaloid in powdered form, and 96c. for 
the alkaloid in crystal form. 

SULPHONMETHANE.—A sharp ad- 
vance has been reported in this article 
to a basis of 80c: for ounce cartons in 
lots of twenty-five ounces and over. 

SULPHONETHYLMETHALE. —An- 
other uplift has been noted in this com- 
modity to a basis of $1 for ounce car- 
tons, in lots of twenty-five ounces. 


ACIDS. 


BORIC.—While the leading producers 
have continued to offer their output in 
a limited way to regular customers on 
a basis of 10%c. for the crystal and 
granular descriptions in sacks, they are 
so far behind in their deliveries as to 
be unable to accommodate these con- 
sumers to a great extent, and many 
users are still being forced to buy their 
supplies in the open market, where they 
are compelled to pay 13@15c. for these 
goods, 

CARBOLIC.—A somewhat easier un- 
dertone is noted for this acid, and more 
liberal offers are now being made of U. 
S. P. phenol at $1.25@1.35 in drums, 
and at $1.30@1.40 in bottles. 

PYROGALLIC.—A falling off in the 
demand has occurred of late, and sim- 
ultaneousky there has been some shad- 
ing of prices to $1.75@1.90. 





BALSAMS. 


FIR.—Oregon balsam is in very 
scanty supply and more strongly held 
by local holders, who are generally ask- 
ing a minimum of 70c., while quoting 
up to 75c. in some instances. Canada 
balsam continues to be held firmly at 
$5@5.50. 

PERU.—With a recent diminution of 
buying operations, local importers and 
other handlers have shaded their prices 
to the extent of 25c. to $4.75@5. Latest 
arrivals have included seventeen cases 
from Central America. 


BARKS. 


CASCARA SAGRADA, — As spot 
stocks have diminished of late, and 
supplies on the Pacific Coast have 
been lowered somewhat, local handlers 
have raised their prices a full cent and 
are now asking 7%@8c. for the 1915 
crop goods, 8@8%c. for the two-year 
bark, 9@10c. for the three-year bark, 
10@lic. for the four-year goods and 
11@12¢c. for the five-year bark. 

CINCHONA.—Red and yellow quills 
are in very scanty supply and are now 


being strongly maintained by local 
handlers at 30@32c. 
SOAP. — A_ growing scarcity of 


crushed bark has been noted of late 
and local holders have raised their 
prices to the extent of three-quarters 
of a cent to 9%@10%c. Whole bark, 
however, is still being quoted at 7%4@ 


8%4c., and cut and powdered at 15@ 
16c. 
BERRIES. 
JUNIPER.—An active demand and a 
constantly diminishing supply, to- 


gether with reports of increasing diffi- 
culties in making shipments from Leg- 
horn and other Italian points, are 
combining to stiffen the market for 
these goods still further. Local han- 
dlers are now asking 44@5c., accord- 
ing to quality, but are expected to raise 
their inside prices within the near fu- 
ture, 
BEANS. 


VANILLA.—A very strong undertone 
is still reported in the local as well 
as in the primary markets for Mex- 
ican, Bourbon, Guadaloupe and Tahiti 
beans. Extract makers continue to 
buy extensively of spot stocks of 
Mexican and Bourbon goods and sup- 
plies here are being materially low- 
ered, with the result that the local

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operators continue very firm in their 
views on the situation, especially as 
the new-crop beans are being held at 
unusually high levels in the producing 
regions and primary centers. Latest 
advices from Papantla, State of Vera 
Cruz, Mexico, tell of the purchase of 
8,000 pounds additional of 1915-1916 
whole beans at an average figure 
equivalent to $4.17, landed here, duty 
paid. In addition to the difficulties 
which have been experienced in mak- 
ing shipments of the beans from the 
Papantla and Gutierrez-Zamora dis- 
tricts since the beginning of the revo- 
lutionary activities in Mexico there 
has recently been added an appalling 
scarcity of boats with which to make 
shipments from Tecalutla. Another 
distressing occurrence of the last 
month has been the renewal of raids 
by marauding bands in the producing 
regions, the latest of these having be- 
fallen Gutierrez-Zamora, when a band 
of 1,000 Villaists entered that town on 
February 13 and imposed compulsory 
“loans” upon the curers and other 
merchants of that center. Many valu- 
able lots of beans were’ then seized 
and it is considered doubtful whether 
they will ever be recovered, even in 
part. It is reported that the keeping 
quality of the 1915-1916 crop Mexican 
beans is about the same as that of 
the previous crop, but the number of 
whole beans in the 1915-1916 crop is 
known to be far smaller than that in 
the 1914-1915 crop. Local operators 
continue to demand $4@5 for the Mex- 
ican whole beans and $3.25@3.50 for 
Mexican cuts. 

Bourbons continue to be very strong- 
ly held in Paris and Marseilles, as well 
as on the islands of production, and it 
is generally known that the new crop 
yield on almost all the islands has been 
far smaller than in recent years. Local 
imperters and other holders continue to 
ask $2.75@3.50 for their stocks of Bour- 
bons, according to quality. 

South Americans are in very scanty 
supply and closely held, with Guada- 
loupe beans being especially firmly 
maintained at $3.25@3.50. 

Tahiti beans are in active demand 
and strongly maintained, both here and 
on the Pacific coast, in view of the 
meager character of the offerings and 
the poor outlook for replenishment from 
Papeete for some time to come. Local 
operators continue to ask $1.60@1.65 
for white label, and $1.40@1.45 for green 


label beans. 
SHELLAC. 


The bleached situation has been the 
dominating development of the week 
not so much on the record of prices as 
in the question of supplies. The mar- 
ket was strongly established at 30@31c. 
for kiln dry, and at 25@26c. for regular 
at the close, representing the high 
level of the last few years, but the sig- 
nificant point was the practical with- 
drawal of bleachers from the open 
market, as their output cannot begin 
to keep abreast with contract specifica- 
tions. The demand for bleached is de- 
scribed as phenomenal, and its parallel 
cannot be recalled. During the long 
period of depression consumers’ stocks 
had been reduced to the meagerest 
proportions, and the rush to cover on 
conviction that the most favorable buy- 
ing positions had been lost with no 
hope of recovery became general. There 
has been a much keener spirit of for- 
ward buying on the part of many con- 
sumers. The question of adequate sup- 
plies of chemicals continues a factor of 
concern to most of the bleachers. T. N. 
is on a firmer basis at 23@24c., with 
sales reported at the outside figure.

Order to Show Cause in New Jersey 


Plant Fumes Abatement. 


Washington, March 3, 1916. 
The United States Supreme Court on 
Monday granted leave to the Attorney 
General of the State of New York to file 
a bill of complaint against a number of 
manufacturing plants in New Jersey, in- 
cluding the Barrett Manufacturing Com- 
pany, General Chemical Company, Corn 
Products Company, Midland Linseed Oil 
Company and the Valvoline Oil Com- 
pany, to restrain these companies from 
causing alleged injurious effects upon in- 
terests in New York resulting from 
noxious fumes, smoke and _ poisonous 
gases, vapors and odors which are al- 
from these plants to the 
interests on the New York 
and above Riverside 


leged to 
detriment of 
side of the 
Drive. 
This case comes as an original suit in 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
under the Federal Constitution where one 
State sues another, or the corporations 
in another. It is necessary in such cases 
to obtain leave to file bills of complaint. 
In substantial effect the motion and 
the essential details set forth with re- 
spect to the matters complained of as 
to each of these New Jersey corpora- 
tions are the same. For example, the 
State of New York complains against the 
sarrett Manufacturing Company on ac- 
count of the smoke, fumes and noxious 
and poisonous gases, vapors and odors 
that are generated by the defendant in 
its plant situated at Edgewater in New 
Jersey, which smoke, etc., is said to be 
diffused over territory in the State of 
New York, “inflicting a reparable dam- 
age upon the inhabitants of the city of 
New York, ete.’’ Fifteen separate counts 
set forth by the Attorney-General of 
New York in each of these cases de- 
scribes the right of the State of New 
York to bring the suit in the interests of 
its people and its property, and calls at- 
tention to the corporations defendant as 
being corporations organized under the 
State of New Jersey, and the action 
tuken through the Attorney-General of 
New York by the Governor of the State 
seeking relief for the people and prop- 
erty within the State by this action. 
There is appended to the motion, in ad- 
dition to the fifteen propositions setting 
forth the points of complaint, a letter 
from the Governor under date of October 
4, 1915, calling attention to complaints by 
the people residing in the county of New 
York against these New Jersey plants, 
and also a report by the New York State 
Department of Health, under date of Oc- 
tober 3%, addressed to Governor Whit- 
man, setting forth the grounds of com- 
plaint by the citizens and the results of 
investigations made by the State board 
covering fourteen different plants on the 
New Jersey side and the conclusions 
with respect to each of them. There is

Varnish Oil-Resin Determination. 


Washington, March 3, 1916. 
A technologic paper by the 
United States Bureau of Standards on the 
determination of oil and resin in varnish 
is summarized by the bureau officials in 
the following brief statement:—

lows:—(1) calculation of the oil content from 
the determined glyeerol yield; (2) separation 
by the use of solvents, and (3) esterification 


methods, some of which include separation of 
oil and ‘“‘gum’’ by petroleum ether. It is 
shown that method (1) gives fairly good re- 
sults except with varnish that contains Chi- 
nese wood oil. The following methods under 
(2) were investigated:—Precipitation of the 
‘“‘gum’’ by petroleum ether, extraction of oxi- 
dized films with chloroform to separate oil and 
resin, and a combination of these steps. These 
methods gave poor results. Petroleum ether 
only partially precipitated the ‘‘gum’’ and -pre- 
cipitated some oil. Only a part of the resin 
in films containing resin and oxidized oil was 
extracted by chloroform. Esterification meth- 
ods which include the use of petroleum ether 
gave poor results with spar varnish due to 
precipitation of oil. With “‘short oil’’ varnish 
they gave good results for total oil and total 
resin, but the ‘‘gum’’ was only partially pre- 
cipitated by petroleum ether, the ‘soluble por- 
tion being separated from the oil by estérifica- 
tion, A method is proposed which includes 
esterification by the Twitchell or Wolff meth, 
ods, ethyl ether being used as solvent after 
esterification.

_ Some discussion has arisen regard- 
ing the use of ground feldspar as a 
substitute for potash salts. This arose 
from reports that the United States 
Department of Agriculture was spon- 
sor for the use of feldspar. The lat- 


ter has issued a statement stating that 
feldspar is not recommended as a fer- 
tilizer and the department has not at 
any time advocated its use in place of 
potash salts. Experiments were con- 
ducted to find out if such might be 
the case, but results were not con- 
clusive and have tended to show that 
the potash content in feldspathic 
rocks is in a highly insoluble form 
and to be available for fertilizer pur- 
poses must undergo chemical treat- 
ments at high temperatures. Demand 
for fertilizer materials remains rather 
quiet and no new developments have 
arisen during the week. Scarcity of 
ocean freights and the high rates 
asked for charters are the most im- 
portant factors in holding up prices 
for nitrate of soda. The situation on 
the West Coast can hardly be called 
strong, as no steps have been taken 
to curtail production and the January 
output was larger than that for the 
corresponding month in 1914 or, in other 
words, before the war broke out. The 
scarcity of ships means a_ smaller 
shipment from Chile, which does not 
help the general statistical situation. 
Sulphate of ammonia is quiet, with 
domestic material going to consumers 
on contracts and very little demand 
for foreign. Perhaps the greatest fea- 
ture in the sulphate is found in the 
increased home production and in pre- 
dictions that this country will soon 
produce enough for requirements with- 
out recourse to outside courses. Fish 
scrap is of no interest at present, as 
the carry-over was not large, and it 
is too early to anticipate the coming 
season. Blood in tankage is moving 
moderately, with conditions about as 
last reported. For reports of the Bal- 
timore, Chicago and Atlanta fertilizer 
markets refer to index on page 23. 
Detailed reports on the separate ar- 
ticles of the local market follow:— 
NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS. 
DRIED BLOOD IN TANKAGE. 
Leading packing house centers report 
a quiet demand for these animal am- 
moniates, but holders are firm in their 
views and are not cutting prices in or- 
der to stimulate buying. Consumption 
appears to be below normal for this 
time of year, but supplies are in firm 
hands and there is no evidence that ac- 
cumulations are becoming unwieldly. 
Chicago quotes dried blood at $3@3.10 
per unit and high grades in tankage at 
$2.95@3. Reports from London say that 
excessive freights prevent shipments 
of blood in tankage to that country and 
stocks are practically depleted, with no 
trading except for very small amounts. 
SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—With- 


drawals against contracts are taking 
fair amounts of sulphate of ammonia 


into consuming channels and domestic 
producers are disposing of the bulk of 
their offerings in this way. The spot 
market is quiet and, while supplies are 
not large, buyers will be accommodated 
and there is no scarcity of supplies. 
Foreign material is not receiving much 
attention. Shipments from the United 
Kingdom are somewhat restricted ow- 
ing to the embargo, but this is not 
causing concern to consumers on this 
side, as permits will be given for such 
shipments, but prices are out of line 
with domestic offerings and conse- 
quently the latter are given the pref- 
erence by buyers. Quotations for do- 
mestic are $3.75@3.80 per 100 pounds, 
while the cost of foreign sulphate is 
holding above $4 per 100 pounds. At- 
tempts are being made to push the sale 
of sulphate among farmers in the 
United Kingdom and a report from 
London says:— 

“The attention of farmers has been 
ealled to the fact that the decision to 
suspend the issue of licenses for the 
export of sulphate of ammonia was 
based on the assumption that the home 
demand for this fertilizer would be 
substantially increased, and that unless 
they at once increase their demand the 
result will be that stocks will accumu- 
late, and the output will be curtailed. 

“The decision of the government, of 
course, affects not only the trade with 
neutral countries adjacent to Germany 
but also the business done with other 
large foreign consumers of sulphate of 
ammonia, and producers will most cer- 
tainly feel the effect very keenly. This 
however, can be neutralized very large- 
ly by stimulating and extending the 
consumption in this country; and we 
have no doubt that the Sulphate of 
Ammonia Association is pushing for- 
ward its propaganda work to that end. 
The efficiency and cost of sulphate of 
ammonia, in relation to other nitro- 
genous fertilizers, have been amply 
demonstrated, and in view of the efforts 


now being made to develop the home 
production of foodstuffs, a much larger 
field of consumption should without 
much difficulty be created.”

NITRATE OF SODA.—Production of 


nitrate of soda during January is placed 
at 256,440 tons. This compares with an 
output of 96,480 tons in January last 
year and 208,400 tons in January, 1914. 
Chilean Nitrate Committee gives statis- 
tics for January as follows:—Europe 
(including Egypt) :—Exported from 
Chili to Europe (including Egypt), 
January, 180,952 tons; arrivals’ in 
Europe (including Egypt), January, 


116,580 tons. Owing to the war they 
are unable to compile the usual figures 
of deliveries and visible supply (stocks 


and afloat). 

It appears that no progress has been 
made in the attempts of producers to 
limit the output of nitrate on the West 
Coast and some advices have been re- 
ceived here stating that the plan which 
had been developed has been abandoned. 
Ocean freights remain at very high 
levels and this is one of the main rea- 
sons for the firmness which has existed 
in domestic markets. Further advances 
are said to have been prevented by the 
fact that holders of contracts which had 
been placed at comparatively low levels 
were turning back their holdings into 
the market and this reselling worked in 
favor of buyers. Spot nitrate has sold 
at $3.60 per 100 pounds and some of the 
large factors in the trade are reported 
to be meeting the price of second hands. 


PHOSPHATES. 


ACID PHOSPHATE.—As far as de- 
mand is concerned there is little to re- 
port in the market for acid phosphate. 
This is largely offset by the small 
stocks which are held by producers and

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—Reports from 
Florida state that in spite of curtailed 
operations, stocks of hard rock have 
been accumulating and are larger than 
they were at this time last year.

As the 
export trade is highly important, the 
position of ocean freights and the clos-

HIGH GRADE GROUND BLOOD.—More ac- 
tivity has been noted in this staple than for 
some time. Business was not of large vol- 
ume, but. amounted to enough to indicate that 
blood is about to assume the leadership over 
tankage, which position it has not had in 
almost eight months. Quotations may be 
3@3.10 per unit of ammonia. 
NTRATED TANKAGE.—This com- 
modity is listless, with quotations well up 
toward the best but meaningless, as producers 
of this article who are not contracted will at 
times seek a place tg unload to best advan- 
tage. A good supply could be bought at $2.85 
per unit basis Chicago. 

STEAMED BON Orders have been placed 
covering deliveries quite far ahead on the basis 
of $22.50 for 1 and 6 unground steamed bone 
f. o, b. Chicago. This would bring the ground 
article up to nearly $25 per ton, including bags, 
f. o. b. Chicago Pure steamed bone analyzing 
3 ammonia and 50 B. P. L. recently has sold 
as high as $26, including bags, f. o. b. Chi- 
cago, although there is some low grade mate- 
rial analyzing about 3 and 650 that has been 
sold for less. This latter should not be con- 
fused with the simon pure article. 

RAW BONE.—Raw bone of every descrip- 
tion, ground or unground, for fertilizers or 
manufacturing use, cannot be secured in any- 
thing like the volume needed, and extravagant 
claims are being made by those having bought 
early as to what the market on raw bone is 
going to do. Conservative authorities allow 
that supplies are scarce for various reasons, 
but lean to the idea that substitution will of 
necessity thwart any effort to boost prices 
over the line of where it is remunerative to 
employ the simon pure article. This applies 
to manufacturing bone, such as _ buttocks, 
blades, shoulders and shins, but not to thighs, 
as the foreign market for that shape is almost 
closed, in sympathy with the high rates of 
freight Hard bones for glue and gelatine pur- 
poses took another advance this week, and it 
is said that the prices of the finished article 
having advanced so decidedly justifies the man 
ufacturers in paying the advance called for 
by market quotations at present and more, too. 
Acid phosphate, nitrate of soda and sulphate 
of ammonia are not important factors in this 
market, but local buyers are willing to take 
a chance on odd lots at slight recessions from 
present level. 

UNGROUND TANKAGE.—An unusual num- 
ber of offerings have been absorbed recently, 
particularly those productions that are of in- 
herent value, owing to grease content. Low 
grade grease being scarce and in urgent de- 
mand, the situation is created of many ex- 
tracting plants buying tankage in order to 
get the grease and paying a premium therefor. 
Seven to 8 per cent. ammonia goods, with 
grease running in excess of 15 per cent., have 
sold at $23.50, delivered at Chicago, and this 
price may be used as a basis of values for 
tankage of equal grease content, up or down, 
as the case may be. 

BONE TANKAGE-—Is several dollars higher 
per ton than ever before, having felt, indi- 
rectly, the enhancement in the price of phos- 
phoric acid in the form of bone phosphate of 
lime. Twenty dollars, Chicago, for clean dry 
material has been paid, analysis averaging 
about 5 per cent. in ammonia and about 40 per 
cent. in bone phosphate of lime. 


BALTIMORE, 
Baltimore, March 2, 1916 

The quiet that has prevailed in the fertilizer 
trade for some time still persists, although 
the season when mixtures ought to be moving 
in considerable and even large volume has 
arrived. According to all accounts, the sea 
son is very backward, and the manufacturers 
of mixtures have so far been unable to get 
an accurate line on what the future is likely 
to bring forth. One of the most potent causes 
of the prevailing backwardness is stated to be 
the high price of crude materia!s. Farmers 
intent on making purchases of mixtures go to 
their dealers to inquire about their ordinary 
needs, and when they are informed of the 
prices they will have to pay they halt. Under 
former conditions it was no uncommon thing 
for one seller to cut below another $1 or $1.50 
per ton, causing the buyer to feel that he was 
getting the full advantage of the market; but 
now he finds himself up against a flat price 
which is very much higher than that he had 
been accustomed to pay. For instance, orders 
for acid phosphate could be placed prior to the 
war by the fanmer at $9 per ton, with more or 
less fluctuation in the quotations. At the 
present time the price is more than 50 per 
cent, higher, which naturally tends to check 
the placing of orders. Consequently, whatever 
tendency might have developed on the part of 
the consumers of mixtures to enter freely into 
commitments for liberal quantities of mixtures 
on the strength of the high returns on agricul- 
tural products and the promising outlook for 
the next season has been arrested by the ad- 
vance in the cost of fertilizers. It does not 
help the situation to say that at least one of 
the crude materials which has undergone the 
greatest advance is eliminated, and that mix- 
tures are not therefore affected by this rise. 
Practically all other supplies have risen, and 
the manufacturers of mixtures are obliged to 
increase their list accorlingly, or they will 
come out with a deficit. The farmer is not 
readily accessible to this point of view, and he 
will probably continue to hold out in the hope 
that later on he can obtain concessions. The 
manufacturer, for his part, is accordingly 
placed in a position where he finds himself al- 
most obliged to maintain a waiting attitude. 
The slow movement of his goods leaves him 
to take care of large quantities of mixtures 
at a time when his storage space is ordinarily 
cleared to a considerable extent, and the un- 
certainty concerning how the shipping season 
will turn out is another incentive for holding 
back, so that the slowing up process is re- 
flected in the entire trade. 

TANKAGE.—The easier feeling in tankage 
continues, and while no further marking down 
of the quotations is reported during the last 
week, there appears to be a marked absence of 
that optimistic talk which was heard not so 
long ago, especially from the direction of the 
large Western producers. While for a time 
statements were persistent that the territory 
near to the Western producers was taking tank- 
age in quantities which amply justified the 
packers in maintaining their quotations, reports 
now are to the effect that the interest in 
offerings has subsided appreciably, and that 
the buyers are not showing any urgency in 
their inquiries. The number of requests for 
quotations also is said to have fallen off ma- 
terially, and the sellers are somewhat disposed 
to stimulate the movement by concessions. 
Meanwhile, however, the buyers here manifest 
a disposition to limit themselves for the pres- 
ent to the stocks which can be picked up near- 
by and which are being offered at decided con- 
cessions under the Western figures, It is stated 
here that even now the Western quotations of 
$3.35 and 10 to $3.37% and 10 for 11 and 15 
high-grade ground tankage, ec. a. f. basis Bal- 
timore, are no more than nominal, and that 
little or no business is being done on this 
basis. The big producers, however, are still 
hopeful that the movement in mixtures will 
be accelerated before long and give a new 
impetus to the market for animal ammoniates, 

BLOOD.—The increasing weakness in animal 
ammoniates is especially reflected in ground 
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blood, the quotations on which have been 

marked down to $3.30 to $32%, c. a. f, basis 

Baltimore, a further decline as compared with 

last week, when the figures given out were 
about two cents a unit higher. Blood is, of 
course, affected by the uneventfulness in the 

South, which is the chief market for this 
material. That the South, though several weeks 
ahead of the North, as far as the season for 
the distribution of mixtures is concerned, 
should still manifest marked reluctance to 
place orders for crude stocks, emphasizes all 
the more the backwardness of the season and 
the effect of the uncertainty felt concerning the 
outlook. Even the quotations given are said 
to be hardly more than nominal. 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—There is no actual 
change in the market for acid phosphate, the 
apparent smallness of the movement being 
by no means an accurate index of the state of 
the trade. The manufacturers of mixtures, 
though not out with many inquiries, are never- 
theless keenly interested in the offerings of 
acid, and of these latter it is to be said that 
they are small and that the pressure upon 
the producers to meet their contract require- 
ments is on the increase. More and more de- 
lay in deliveries is being noted, and all the 
indications suggest that with anything like a 
fair demand from the fertilizer manufacturers 
a very serious shortage of acid supplies is 
likely to develop. For the present the quota- 
tions remain at $13.50 for 14 per cent. stocks 
and $14 for 16 per cent. supplies, but, as was 
stated last week, if any buyer were in the 
market for a good round lot of acid he would 
probably be obliged to pay more than the 
prices given; how much more, only an actual 
test would indicate. The shortage is, of course, 
primarily due to the heavy requirements of the 
manufacturers of war munitions. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—The situation with re- 
spect to nitrate of soda continues distinctly 
easier, though what has caused this easier feel- 
ing is not especially clear. Perhaps some of 
the nitrate men are beginning to believe that 
the end of the war is not far off, whPle the 
prospective reopening of the bkanama Canal 
may also have its effect upon the prevailing 
prices This reopening ought to make a de- 
cided difference. Another possible or even 
provable factor is improvement in the shipping 
situation in so far as the West coast of the 
United States is concerned. But whatever the 
cause, nitrate for spot delivery is quoted at 
$3.90 per 100 pounds, with late March and 

april at $3.75 to $3.80, May at $3.70 and 
June at $ The available supplies here 
were increased during the past week by the 
arrival of a cargo 
SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—Several small 
lots of sulphate of ammonia arrived here dur- 
ing the past week, but they were consigned 
to local fertilizer corporations, and did not 
add to the quantity of free material in the 
hands of sellers here. There were no devel- 
opments of note in the situation, and the 
market was rather featureless, with the quota- 
tions maintained around $4.10 per 100 pounds, 
and the inquiries held back by the state of 
the market and the restricted movement in 
mixtures. 

POTASH.—There appears to be nothing of a 
definite character in the situation with regard 
to potash Except that the feeling as to this 
material is rather easier than it was for a 
time, and that some small lots are being of- 
fered at a reduction as compared with the 
prices that prevailed for a time, the market 
is devoid of developments. Of course, neither 
the quantity available nor the price enable 
the manufacturers of mixtures to entertain an 
idea that they can put out goods with any 
noticeable quantity of potash in them, and the 
only actual interest felt is in possible future 
developments. 

BONE.—Nothing has occurred to give the 
market for bone an appreciably different tone. 
The offerings are by no means heavy, and can 
readily be absorbed by the trade, but buyers 
seem rather backward in the matter of taking 
up supplies because of the range of prices, 
which continue high and exceedingly firm, The 
quotations on 4% and 50 ground raw bone 
are still at $32 per ton, with 3 and 50 ground 
steamed bone in bulk at $28 and 1 and 60 bone 
flour $27 in bags. 

















Need of Seal and Sea Lion Bones for 
Our Fertilizer Use. 


Washington, March 3, 1916. 


An interesting fact has been brought 
out in the correspondence by Secretary 
Kedfield, of the Department of Com- 
merce, with Chairman Alexander, of the 
Committee on Merchant Marine of the 
House, having a bearing not only upon 
the shortage of shipping facilities for the 
trade of the United States, but also on 
the necessity for increased quantities of 


fertilizer. Secretary Redfield in this com- 
munication calls attention to great quan- 
tities of bones from the seal and sea lion 
industry of the Pribilof Islands that 
should be available for fertilizer in the 
United States if facilities for shipments 
were available. Among other’ things 
Secretary Redfield said:— 

The problem of utilizing this immense deposit 
is one of transportation. It immediately con- 
cerns the farmers of our land to have it 
brought into use ag promptly and as cheaply 
as possible. Here are many cargoes available, 
calling for transportation, of a material the 
country needs. Here is a government asset of 
undetenmined but great value. Here is the 
fertilizer of which our fields are in need. 
Where are the ships to bring it to market? 
The deposits are government property to be de- 
veloped for the account of the public treas- 
ury, and ordinary business sense dictates that 
ee. development should be as prompt as pos- 
sible. 

Accompanying the Secretary's letter is 
a report from Commissioner Hugh M. 
Smith, of the Bureau of Fisheries, telling 
that these deposits are rich in nitrogen 
and phosphoric acid. He says that navy 
colliers make several trips a year to the 
Pribilofs with coal and come back 
empty. These ships could bring back the

After showing a tendency to decline 
at the outset, security prices became 
steadier and the close was quite firm 
in most of the important issues. 
Political developments are awaited 
with interest and there is an apparent 
disposition to withhold heavy trans- 
actions until diplomatic conditions are 
more clearly defined. Industrial re- 
ports continue satisfactory and output 
in many lines is holding at capacity. 
Exports for January fell somewhat be- 
low the mark set the previous month, 
the total being $335,535,303, as compared 
with $352,800,000 for December. As 
compared with January a year ago, 
however, there was an increase of 
nearly $68,000,000. Imports are still in- 
creasing, the total for January being 
$184,192,299, an increase of more than 
$12,000,000 over December, Nearly 74 
per cent. of the imports were free of 
duty, indicating increased imports of 
raw materials and decreased imports 
of manufactured European goods. 


For the seven months ended with 
January the exports from this country 
totaled $2,181,312,322, or 64 per cent. 
higher than for the like period of the 
preceding fiscal year, and 40 per cent. 
higher than the former best record 
made in 1912-13. Imports for the seven 
months ending with January last 
totaled $1,096,979,173, being about $500,- 
000 more than the former high record 
total of $1,096,484,767 recorded in the 
seven months of 1912-13, and $166,500,- 
000 more than for the corresponding 
period of 1914-15. The seven months 
just ended showed an export balange 
of $1;084,333,149, being about 2% times 
that for each of the corresponding 


seven-month periods of the last five 
fiscal years. 
Our international gold movements 


were comparatively small, imports 
thereof during January last amounting 
to $15,008,232 and exports $10,213,517. 
The aggregate gold imports for seven 
months to January 31, 1916, were $322,- 
038,386, about nine times the amount 
imported in the seven months preced- 
ing January 31, 1915; and gold exports 
aggregated $34,056,908 in the first seven 
months of the current fiscal year, 
against four times that amount in a 
like period of the preceding year.

operating expenses, $119,626; deficit, 
2,983; other income, $3,706; total in- 
come, $723; dividends, $40,000; deficit, 
$39,277; miscellaneous deduction, $279;

Hopes of consumers of dyes were 
encouraged this week by an announce- 
ment from Washington to the effect 
that Great Britain would permit ship- 
ments of two cargoes of dyestuffs 
from Rotterdam to this country. These 
cargoes are said to be valued at $5.- 
000,000, and the importation of such 
amounts to this country would go a 
long way toward relieving the strin- 
gency which exists. A report from our 
Washington correspondent, which ap- 
pears elsewhere in this issue, says 
there is nothing new in the situation, 
and that the willingness of Great 
sritain to permit the shipments 
means nothing, since Germany will not 
send dyes here except on conditions 
which seem impossible of fulfilment. 
It is evident, therefore, that no signifi- 
cance attaches to the report circulated 
this week, and consumers of dyes 
should not build up hopes of relief from 
that quarter. Dye materials continue 
to meet with good demand, but in 
many cases trading is restricted by 
the scarcity of offerings. Contract or- 
ders are taking the bulk of the output 
of certain materials, and on this ac- 
count spot offerings are light. The tin 
products were marked up at the begin- 
ning of the month, due to advance in 
the metal market. Logwood extract 
is hard to get for spot shipment, as 
the big factors are sold ahead, and are 
not quoting either for spot or futures. 
The other wood extracts also are well 
sold. Aniline oil holds steady in price 
for prompt delivery, with many con- 
sumers covered on contracts. Bichro- 
mates continue to advance in price, 
and some producers are not anxious to 
sell at the quoted figures. Detailed 
reports on the separate items of the 
local market follow :— 

ACETATE OF SODA.—No quotable 
change was made this week in the mar- 
ket for acetate of soda. There is a firm 
tone to prices and 13%c. per pound is 
given as the inside figure for round 
lots. On smaller amounts 13%c. per 
pound is asked. 

ANILINE OIL.—While many reports 
have been heard regarding the big in- 
crease in the home output of aniline oil, 
this is not in evidence as far as the spot 
supply is concerned. Some manu- 
facturers are said to have disposed of 
this production before they started to 
operate and this accounts in great 
measure for the movement of stocks. 
Contract deliveries take most offerings 
direct to consumers and leave but little 
for spot buyers. Contracts were ac- 
cepted on a sliding scale of prices last 
year but at present no offer under 60c. 
per pound has been heard. The price 
for spot oil is given as 90c.@$1.00 per 
pound. 

BICHROMATES.—Bichromate of soda 
sold during the week at 49c. per pound, 
but 50c. was held as an inside price to- 
ward the close. There is a difference in 
price according to seller and 55c. per 
pound will not be shaded in some quar- 
ters. Business was reported at the 
higher figure, but most trading was 
around the 50c. level. Dealers continue 
to be prominent in the market and at 
times offer concessions in order to 
stimulate buying. Export inquiry re- 
mains good. Bichromate of potash is 
firm with supplies moderate, both in 
buyers’ and sellers’ hands. Prices are 
quoted at 68@69c. per pound. In the 
case of bichromate of potash demand 
is almost entirely for prompt shipment, 
but in bichromate of soda futures are 
receiving some attention and 47%c. per 
pound was quoted for shipments from 
March over the balance of the year. 
CUTCH.—Further supplies of cutch 
reached the market during the week, 
but there is a good call for stocks and 
sellers say there is no danger of accu- 
mulations. Prices vary according to 
grade, with 13@20c. per pound quoted. 
DEXTRINE.—Unsold stocks of dex- 
trine are reported to be light and 
market quotations are firm. There 
was no change in the situation during 
the interval and prices are repeated 
at:—Dextrine, $3.05 in bags, $3.11 in 
barrels; special dark canary dextrine, 
$3.10 in bags, $3.21 in barrels; British 
gum, $3.25 in bags, $3.26 in barrels; 
Amidex, $3.25 in bags. These prices 
are per 100 pounds in car lots, f. 0, b. 
New York. 

GAMBIER. — Higher transportation 
costs are reported to have strength- 
ened asking prices for gambier. A re- 
port from the London market says 
gambier is firmer, but quiet, to arrive, 
48s. to 48s. 6d. having been paid on 
ex quay terms for good marks Feb- 
ruary-March'- shipment. There are 
buyers of No. 2 cubes, same dispatch, 
at 56s. per cwt., c. i. f. terms. Values 
in domestic markets vary according to 
grade and position, with 16@18c. per 
pound quoted for common gambier. | 

INDIGO.—Supplies of synthetic in- 
digo from China have not been coming 
in as freely as was the case a short 
time ago and this material is not so 


prominent in the market. Natural in- 
digo is meeting with a moderate call 
from consumers with business largely 
for shipments. Prices vary according 
to grade, with $1.50@5 per pound 
quoted. 

LOGWOOD.—Mail advices from Lon- 
don say that attempts have been made 
to have the British Government take 
steps to control exports of logwood so 
as to insure the needs of British trade 
being adequately met, but such repre- 
sentations were not favgrably acted 
upon. Different charters to bring log- 
wood to the United States were report- 
ed recently. Manufacturers of log- 
wood extract are in need of stocks, as 
they are carrying large contracts and 
are having trouble in delivering on 
them. Demand for logwood extract is 
good, but spot stocks are very light 
and 75@85ec. per pound is asked for fair 
grade material. 
MYRABOLANS.—Report from  Cal- 
cutta says there are very few local 
dealers. Shippers generally import 
from the country. We quote Rs. 2-8 
for picked yellow nuts, Rs. 2 for ordi- 
nary No. 1 yellow nuts, Rs, 1-2 for 
average mixed yellow and brown nuts, 
and Rs. 1-8@Rs. .1-9 for dark mixed 
brown nuts, respectively, per B. md., 
weight, loose. Offerings of Australian 
Bhimaries or small yellow nuts of uni- 
form size are very small from this 
port. Local demand is comparatively 
small. 

There is not much business passing 
in domestic markets, as stocks .are de- 
pleted, and in consequence, spot prices 
are entirely nominal. Shipments also 
ure indefinite, and some of the largest 
factors in the trade are refusing to 
quote except on specific inquiry. 

PRUSSIATES.—The outstanding fea- 
ture in the market for prussiates is the 
searcity of stocks. Red prussiate of 
potash is not quoted, and the market 
has been bare of stocks for some time.

Some 
small lots of prussiate of soda might 
be found, but in general sellers were 
unable to offer anything in the latter 
part of the week, and while some stocks 
are expected from abroad, the question 
of price was nominal. 

STARCH.—The_ export trade’ in 
starch is holding up well and large 
amounts continue to be shipped 
abroad. Demand is reported to be 
abreast of supply and offerings are 
said to be comparatively light, which 
gives a firm tone to prices. Quota- 
tions are:—Pearl starch, $2.25 in bags, 
$2.36 in barrels; Buffalo pearl starch, 
$2.28 in bags, $2.38 in barrels; powdered 
starch, $2.30 in bags, $2.41 in barrels; 
corn starch, $2.43 in bags, $2.44 in bar- 
rels; special warp sizing starch, $2.35 
in bags; confectioners’ T. B. starch, 
$2.85 in bags, $3.06 in barrels; finishing 
starch, $2.45 in bags; crystal T. B. 
starch, No. 90 fluidity, $2.95 in bags, 
$3.16 in barrels. All above prices are 
per 100 pounds in car lots f. 0. b. New 
York. Smaller lots are higher accord- 
ingly. 

ZINC DUST.—No change was re- 
ported in the market for zine dust dur- 
ing the interval. Supplies are rather 
low, as producers are pretty well sold 
up on contracts and spot offers are 
holding around 33c. per pound. Limited 
amounts of foreign zinc dust are on 
the market and are quoted at 38@39c. 
per pound.
